Whatever a man i« accoatomed to do, he will 
do witb ease; and ease is grace to a certain degree, 
at least there caö be no grace without it. Yet tfae 
▼ery same person who performs every thing to 
which be may bave been habitanted, in the most 
becoming manner imaginable, will perhaps feel the 
baahfulness of a school-boy, or the awkwardness of 
a robtic, if unexpectedly called on to appear in a 
character entirely new to him. Thus we shall see 
a player get through his part witb all the eloquence 
of passion, aided by the most impressiye gesticula» 
tion; yet if it fall to bis lot in the course of the 
evening to delirer an apology to the audience for 
some disappointment in the appearance of a bro« 
tber performer, or some alteration in the amuse- 
tnents, lip^fluency deserto him, his.carriage be- 
comes^iiefllistrained» and he very likely feels bim- 
aelf almost aa mach at a losa in addressing the spec* 
tators in this extemporaneous manner, as the , ma- 
jor part of them would do, if required to leave the 
boxes at a moment's waming, and "fret andstnit 
their honr npon the stage." Behold, in. the same 
manner a clergyman enter the pulpit, wkence he 
is arcttstomed to exhort an admiring and attached 
body of partsbioners. How calmly he looks around 
on them ? with what ease he opens bis discourse I 
tvith wl\at facJHty he proceedsl How readily he

Place a man wboae life bas bean deyot* 
ed to tbe stady of tbe fina arta» amonga ae| of'mer- 
chanta talking over tbeir specnlatione, and bow si* 
lent ba will aitt in aU tbe aaMxement of igDoraoee,» 
wbilat diey diecnss Ibe value of Ruaaia or of Indi^i 
prodiice; of bemp« tallow, and iron; cott%«»y an*» 
gaie» et dve^atofi« In retum« bring bim wbo baa 
Hever atodied any tbing bat tbe pricea currant, and 
tke Hat of export» Mid imp<nrta, into a party of con- 
neiaenra» and wbat will beceme of all tUe comm^* 
cial knowledge, aod tbe correctness of calculatioo 
wbkb bad gained bim tbe repntation on 'Cbange 
of a abrewd maUf and a good man ? He will find 
amall hope of makingcent. per cent. of bis capital» 
by studying tbe beau id$al and tbe ckiara o$curOf 
aod tbe breadtii of light» anid mass of sbadowy aod 
Ibe draperie^, and groopings» and effect wbich ex* 
eite auch admiration in tht party among wbom be 
itander» aboatj impatient and bewildered-^angry at 
fte nnprofitable natura of tbeir discussions» yet 
aabamed to show bis ignorance d them, and da* 
Tontly wishing himself boxed up in bis counting- 
houfle again^ among bis Clerks; or reclining at bis 
on tbe bancbes of bia fitvoarite ooffee^boitsav 
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where his cdutitenimce is watched a» a ki&d of in- 
dex to the probable averages o£ the markets. 

It foll«iW8, tben, ,that in order, to appear to the 
most advaotage, we ought to be seen in the place 
wbich we bave been the long^at accustomed to filh 
aad It 19 perhaps frotn a little anxiety respecting 
myself, on this head, .that 1 have been led into' the 
foregoing reflections. A iirst appearance aa an au- 
tbor 18 a tremendous undertaking: howeyer, he 
that ventnres on it may have beeiF used

or to lay down the law with more certainty of snc- 
cess, and less fear of contradiction, on a matter of 
taste, in a lady's boudoir, It is one thing for a man 
to fix the eyes of a fashionable circle upon his dress 
and figare, and another to fix the eyes of the pub^ 
lic upon his works. The remärks that may excite 
most etiviable peals of laughter in an elegant draw* 
ing room, may be read with phlegmatic rigidity of 
mtiscle in the corner of a bookseller's shop, par- 
ticularly if the day shonld happen to be damp and 
foggy; and the criticisms which sound vastly acute 
and erudite, as delivered from a stage-box at the 
theatre, or in Fop^s Alley at the Opera, may be 
criticised, themselves, as snfficiently vapid, wheti 
they fall under the lash of critics by profession, in- 
stead of being re-echoed by pretty savantes at one 
of the numerons conversaziones which this age of 
intellectnai improvements has established, in order 
to perfect us in the ancient art of talking, \rhich, it 
shouid seem, we have been too mnch accustomed 
to consider, hitherto, as a mere matter of amuse- 
ment. 

Dangers and difficnlties are, however, the price 
of honoqrs, whether they be such as the hero er 
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the Saint a^pire to^ Behold, me, thereföre, genüe 
reafäer» a hermit bj choice, an author at yoor ser^ 
vice, and only splicitoofl to knoi^ what taptc I can 
fix on for the opening of my lucubrations, 6o ae 
most tb minister to your entertainment. 

Tliere is something so awkwärd in chodsing a 
subject for the first time ! It is Uke first entering 
a rodm — ^which bye the bye, is one of the most dif- 
ficult things in the world, to accempHsh in a graoe- 
ful and prepossessing manner. There are a thoit^ 
•and ways of doing it — And why not remark upon 
aöme ol them ?^ An excellent thoüght! ^* Whät 
sbali 1 write upon ?" said Cowpei to his fascinatii^ 
iriend, Lady Austin. '' Write upon the Sofa, to be 
snre i" she replied: and from her lively equivoque 
arose that detightful poem of '^ The Task," than 
which I will not pledge myself to tey readers for 
any thing much better in the whole course of the 
ibllowing pages. This was au owing to seizing a 
first thought, — an impulse; and Cowper was of the 
Hermit-species himself, though somewhat of a dii^ 
ferent class from the Hermit in London, being a 
foUower of Heraclitus, instead of Democritus, I 
cannot do better than take him, in this instance for 
my ezample; and if I so far imitate him as to make 
the most of the moment whilst the impressioni is 
warm, for expanding the idea which is uppermost 
in my mind, I shall waste no further titne in delibe- 
ration, but immediately proceed to analyse some of 
the various modes of entering a rootn. 

In no Situation are we more prepossessed by th<e 
expressionof countenahce and by the general figure, 
than . when a person first enters a room. It is, in 
some measure, like a scenic representation; and 
we are prepared, however unjustly, to applaod or 
to diss^prove the character, unexamined and un*-

w a cbaracter, for wbom all are prepared; or lastly, 
h^ Is tbe tfitnd of the family» or a young, not oret^ 
bearing patron.

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A fburtb taBfafuHjT haags back; «niers slfrvr^; 
waits tobe met, .aod to be brougbt »forward in tlie 
circlc; directs bis glance and th^ prftfoond incliB^ 
tion of bis bead tö tbe bogt and bo^teas; takini; bis 
ebaUce for i^aining friends afterwards by geotl«aeai, 
obliging attention at table, and bnmiliiy; or per- 
haps looks meekly at tbe donor of tbe ieast, and 
glides away into a corner, into tbe embrasure of a 
Window, or a Situation remote froni tbe foreground 
figures of tbe pictare.

. enteriDg a half-fiÜed aparttnent ia proper time, or 
heing miataken fi)r a map of exaclitude and of order. 
, Maay of his female acquaintancei who are fes^ul of 
diDner' s suffenog from hh oe^ect, or who are not 
dazzled by hb good leoks aod affectatioD, have re- 
linquidhed his preseoce at their taliles op thts Bt- 
count; bat still he will not submit -to the dnll five 
ihiqutes before dinner, and thinks it 8tylis»h in the 
extreme to be always-in a great harry, galioping 
put of the park, or dashing up to your door» as if oa 
biisiness of the last importance. Uence he bas ac- 
quired the nickoanxe of the laU Mr. WoodviUe; and 
so far is be from being ashamed of ity or corrected 
by the.

How prattilir be }o<Ahi 
and answers to Lady Mildway , wben »be, witb a sit- 
avity pecnliar to beraelf, obsenreSj ** My o&ly re« 
gret 18, tbat tbe eoap will not be w^irtb yoiir tasting, 
althottgfa Mercier (tbe eook) pleates yod tngeiietal; 
and tbat tbe fisb will be neilher bot nof coid.^* 
*^ Upon my life,*' lispa tbe yontb, *' yoü OYerpowtt 
ine witb goodbess; its my own faaltif eitberbetbe 
ease; but if yi^a would expiate my enoraiity by tli- 
king balf a glaas of Madeira witb me, 1 shonM fM[ 
mucb more comfortable; for I really am horrified at 
eoming so nocommonly lata:'* (habitoally ought to 
be tbe Word.) 

All tbcse minor manoeurres lend a false interest 
to Mr. Woodville, wbicb be bas usorped, which 
mdolgettce bas admitted, wbiob youtbful inexpeti- 
•fice tolerates, and, wbieh ignorance admires. 

Lord Livre-rooge, wbose only soperiority is bis 
place tn tbe Red-book, bis name, style, title and de» 
aignation in tbe Court Kalendar, is another of tbes<» 
ünner-spoilers, tbese abusers of good-nature, tbese 
Tlolators of good mannet», ttiese osutpingcokcomba, 
Wbo wisb to soar above even tbe cirele of el^;ance 
isd good eompany, by eoming last, by being waited 
Ibr, by deranging a party, and by creatii^ a sensit 
tMk^ as tbey swagger, seemingly confonnded, to tbe 
Arst places ot tbe tables tbey ba?e ao kmg kept 
waiting for tbem. 

My Lord, boweyer, bas not Woodirille*s goo4 
Immonr, none of bis simpars and bis smiles, do 
fidse humility, no sobmiäsive pride : He makes yoa 
wiit as a mattet of eoarae, aad take« bis plaae m 
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a matter of rig^t He «oiaetunes seenii to ku>k 
sttrprised» and metions a regrel at derangiiig a whtle 
jwrty, but it is with a selfrappröving deportme^ 
He will teil yeu, that he i» that momeot ariiTed 
from Derby, Qr from Newmarket, or from tfae Up« 
per Hoase, in which however he takes mach iets 
interest than at the winning post of either of the 
other places. He wisbes you had not waited; bot 
it ia very easy to perceive that he would aerer 
ha¥e forgiTeo you, if you had not. He canrasies 
the respect and attention of the wliole family ; wid 
is mortified in tbe extreme if he find himielf in the 
minority, Every glance of bis Claims applausc; and 
and every civility caricatures condescension« He 
dines with you for fonn's sake; comes late forfash- 
ion's sake; stope as long as suits himsejf ; and takea 
French leave, without heart or interest in yoiir 
party. 

Sometimes he will say, with a superior and saucy 
tone» *' Indeed, my dear Mrs. So-and«80, 1 am sure 
you think nie very rüde in Coming so late ; but it 
was with difficulty that I came at all: I put off five 
engagements for your's; and I left a dozen«thingB 
undone^ and people.dissatisfied» sooner than disap« 
point you."

The givers^of parties are so afraid of having Ikeir 
delicacies spoiled, that they know not howiate to 
make the hpur of meeting; and yet the rival party, 
the gaests of fashion, all emulating each othe^ in 
haut ton, 6tru§^le wbo shall come Is^t, who shall 
cut in for the last moment, ivho sha^U drive up last 
to the door, who shall make the most dignified, 
graceful apology, in which a multitude of .engage- 
ments, their parliamentary duty, general dissipation, 
their break^of-day habits, or their horse-racing, or 
olher laudable pursuits take the lead; and until 
some very high authoriy gire a contrary example, 
this evil will increase daily. Yet how pitiful, how 
stupid are these excuses, founded in folly a^d un- 
truth. 

If you fall in wtth a man of fashion in Rotten Row, 
he will deigQ to go down the ride once or once and 
a half with you; bat when tired of you, out comes 
his watch, he looks all wonder, he is astonished at 
the lateness of the hour,.and he must leave you. 
He goes off in a -hard canter; and in five minutes 
more, you see him Walking his horse by the side of 
a new acquaintance, as leisurely and insipidly as if 
he did not know what to do with his time, and hail- 
ed aay Company In preference to study or to soli* 
tude. From thei second picked-up companion he 
escape« as from you— ^' is sorry he must leave him 
or her; has a particular engagement;" yet returns 
to the Charge, and skirmishes amongthe trees with 
a fourth, fifth, or sixth, or perhaps passes you by 
unnoticed, with a greater personage by his side, or 
gives you a slender acknowledgement, a bow which 
bespeaks an air of protection. 
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I confess thaf I Kke punctc^lity mjself, and that, 
btit for ^bion's sake, I wonld adopt it in it« Qt-- 
most exactitade; bat I bave so oflan been tnrned 
iato a ^tudy by an astanisbed and an astonisbing- 
puppy ottt oCliverj, and had a parcel of pampblets 
novels, and new pablicatiobs put before me abodt 
halfpast six o'clock) witb a look of '' who can you 
be, to come so rery soon ?" — so oflen been in the 
drawing-FOom witb only officio us slayes stirring up 
tbe fire, presenting me a newspaper already read, 
and looking contempt at me for Coming in time t€» 

read it; so often bebeld my Lord dismoont bis 

horse, and proceed to dress, afler 1 bad come fully 
prepared to dine in ten minutes;'-^^— so oflen beard 
a groom of tbe Chambers, in a practiced accent and 
a havgbty voice. inform me, tbat be dares say bis 

master or bi? mistress wiU soon be in; tbat I 

have got nearly as incorrect in keeping time as the 
rest of my circle. 

Nevertheless, I commend and higbly esteem the 
principle and plan of the late immortal Nelson, who 
held promptitnde of measures and exactness as to 
time as most valuable qualities, and who, wh^n he 
recommended a tradesman to send off some articles 
for him so early as 6 a. m., on the man's saying 
*' Yes, my Lord, I will be on tbe spot myself by six 
o'clock,*' mildly toucbed him on the Shoulder, and 
with a very significant look added, ** Mr. ■ , a 
quarter of an hour before, if you plcase."

WuAT call aa Englishman gain hj beiDg mistaken 
tot a foreigQCir ? What can he propose to himselfi 
at home, by showing off foreign conceit, foreigo af^ 
fectadoo« and foreign grimace ? Wbj, he expects, 
therebj, to gain the reputation of a travelled, and 
consequenily a highly informed man. Tbe groundä 
however» of such a repufation are to be obtained 
without the gesticilations of mountebanks, without 
making onrxonversation an o^tojof all kinds of lan* 
gaages and quotations, and even without assuming 
9l foreign accent, a foreign air, or» rather l should 
aay, foreign airs. 

A Scholar» whose mind is filled with classic and 
ficientific lore, is scouted in poltsbed circles, if he 
freqaently indalge in Greek or Latin quotations. 
Toa may say, it is because he is not understood by 
the majority of the Company. Not at all: it is t» be 
presumed that the msyority do understand bim; but 
it is because he is not understood by all. By the 
ladieS) for instanoe; by the less classically educated 
among the gentlemen. For the yery same reasoa 
is an ioterlardiog of fbreigsd Uring languagea equaliy 

I> 
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offensire* Some of thcT circ|e maj not uoderstan^ 
you. One Dobleman epeaks French, but not Spa« 
ikish; anöther understands Spanish, bat not Germani 
a lady speaks French and Italiaa, bot neither un- 
derstands Spanish, Portuguese, nor German; whilst 
the language which the impertinent coxcomb wishes 
to show off in, is precisely the one not understood; 
and not unfrequently, il is ^selected for that rery 
purpose; the Speaker having just sense enough to 
be conscious ofthe shallowness of bis acquirements, 
even of those he is ibost anxious lo dispiny. 

When foreign languages are spoken, or even 
•craps of them interpolated in English conversation, 
with the view of facilitating our intercourse with a 
foreigner, the object is amiable and praiseworthyi 
bat when snch conduct is adopted, merely for the 
purpose of assuming something above the circle in 
which we then move, or with the view of showing 
the Company how mach we knew, it is truly unwor- 
(hy of 3 gentleman; and it appears contemptible to a 
Scholar and a man oftaste, whether he understand 
the affected prattler or not. To commünicnite our 
ideas it is necessary to be understood; but to show 
off these stränge and stlly airs, the very reverse is 
desirabre;and the non-intelHgent has the best of 
the bargain, :by losing some fiimsey quotation, or 
some trite foreign trash, in the way of quaint say- 
ing or common-place remark. At the close of the 
Continental war, nothing could be more ludicrotis 
than our militäry foplings masqueraded in^o-the 
dress, the langnage, and the deportment of foreign- 
^rs; ai^d, lyhat was worse, they played these foreign 
p^rts with rery second-rate abilities,—- forgetöng ot 
omitting, disfiguring or motiiating the characters. 

Thas had we, in otiir military Exq«i1sites, bearde^ 
or befirdl^fls, returaedfrom abroad, Spaniards with* 



oat gravity ör relt]^oh; Italmns witb neitber %amo- 
By « finesse, noi' genias; Oerman^ free altk^ from taci«- 
tttrnityorjttdgmetit; and Prench poppie9.<)itested 6f 
tbeir playfutness and yolattirty. It wa» enough that 
tiiese mock Germans had tbeir pipes, and tbeir waiit 
of pplisb ; the SpaHian'ds, tbeir mustacbios aad ci- 
^rs ; tbe Italtaos, tbeir «eös^ality ; äüd as for tb« 
French, they were sufficieotily distingntsb^ed, in tbt 
opinion of tbeir representativos by tbeir sntiff boxes, 
tbeir cootortioDd, and tbeir obtrosiveness. 
"' Wbat an icnportation for Great Britaint to be 
spit oat, emofied oat, smoked otit, and put out of 
coQVteiuince frt>in mom tili nigbt ; and t6 bear 
grtints» nasaals and guttural^, out of time and place, 
in French and in German; or tbe more effeininate 
lispings, sigbings and sootbingfl of tbe Italiän and 
Spanisb knguages ! . 

Here we bad an inaipid comet of borse, leering 
and ogling cm anvort^ abustng bis fair 'cotn^trywo* 
tuen, bis climate and bis langoage; and it wai 
" Pazten2a per fbrza, as we say in Italian,'^ '* Piaa 
Piano, if you plcase," **my good tbir, I really dpn*t 
un'dertband you,'^er ** Sin cumpIimientO) as we say 
in Spain," ** may obligato Senor, as tbe Spaniard 
«ays." In anotber place we bad a more elderly 
-but not less afiected ni»/«{«ir« all German, all smoke^ 
tobacco, spurs and-waltz, wbo coüld find notbing^io 
bis own country wortby of noltce. 

Sometimes was to be seen a scbool bay of on« 
'Campaign swelled into an Afexand^ir tbe Great, wbo 
could talk of notbing but of military movements, 
and wbo wa» enfilading tbe Company, turning your 
flank, outmarcbitig yoo, advancing in ecbelon upon 
yon, and doing every tbing en militaire^ eiccept mak- 
ing a oiasterly and steady retreat» wbicb would 
bare been Ibe wjsest and most beneficial of aiL 
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ThU dashing cbaracter would tire yoa to death 
'with the shredword of continental languages» and 
with military manoeuvfes, froni the advance of the 
arniy getting engaged, to the taking up of a Dew po- 
sitioD, and their bivoaacking all night ; &o tbat his 
hearers heartily wished him to remain in that ditua« 
tion, or iojain the reserve, of «rhich he neeix^ed to 
stand much in need. 

But not to the brave defenders of our country, 
howeyer coxcombical, are thesc failings alone to be 
attributed: our nobility and men of fortane waA 
fashion are equally culpable in this respect. Ad 
Irish Earl, now no more, retumed from his conti* 
nental tour perfectly aninteth'gible. He wonld ask 
yon, in broken English, if he niade himsetf under* 
stood by you; and he nerrr framed a sentence that 
was not at least half French. A certain Marquis 
has the very air, accent, appearance and expres- 
sion of an Italian; and he martjhals his foreign ser* 
vantfl before you, merely to show yon how much he 
is above being an Englishman; some, and verj Ülus* 
trioos personages too, are so Gerfnam'zed, l(hat yon 
are in danger öf forgetting that they drew their nrst 
breath in Ibis country ; and thus they loose some 
portion of the national attachment which, but for 
their disguise, would erery where fall to their 
sharc» 

Then we have women all a la mode dt Parii^^ 
all broken sentences of French and English ; all 
shrug, humpback, stooped Shoulders, quick short 
Step, and qviadrille anticks. These ladies are quite 
proud of having breathed the air of Paris ; and un- 
less you ean talk with them on the Thuilleries and 
the Champs Elisees, on the Parisian promenades, 
theatres, and performfers,— if you bare not every 
isoment Mademoiselle Mars» Messieurs Talma, 
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Vestris, Gatdel and Bewa^ref Mesdames Clotilde 
and Che&%Dy, the singers Lajs» Derinis Lavigoe» 
Madaale Amand, and all the corps du Theatre 
Francaifi, the corps d'Opera, and the corps de Bal- 
let, tbey tarn their backs on you, and treat you as 
a rustic^^as a saperannuated being, or an nltra-tra- 
montane. 

A few weeks trip over the water quite metamor- 
phoses onr yonth of both sexes, giving them a most 
«snrped and unjost superiortty, and unfitting them 
for honte and British society. These individuals 
also herd together^ form waltz and quadrilie par- 
tiefi, and inagine that they ha?e a right to be lead- 
ers of^fashion and modeis oftaste; whilst their dres» 
is ungraceful, their manners extravagant, their laQ- 
guage imperfect, their raorals often impaired, their 
talents generally confined^ and their condnct always 
ridiculons^ 

One would imagme that the Engiisk language 
vould be quite rieh and various enongh to express 
our thoughts, withönt interlarding it with any other 
forms of Speech; yef onr Insipids and Exquisites, 
our nnintetligible helles and pert half-educated 
misses cannot explain themseives withont ** the fo- 
reign aid of ornament;" therefore they inform iis 
that, in spite of such and such an occurrence, they 
presenred their sang froid; that they treated the 
affair with the atmost nonchaUnce; that it was une 
affaire du cceur^ or, une affaire de gouU If asked 
how they will act, they will faire leur pasnble^ or, 
faire IHmpoasible (which by the by they wi«h to do) 
with'« miUion of other hacknied French phrases, that 
do not express the object altuded to one jot better 
«than piain English would do. 

Add to these things ihelah bahs! the tout au c<mt 
traires^ the point du touts, and a few more phrases 
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öf ftk kind, witb tHe flt»rt9 and the shrags, tbe e1«- 
Tati^n of Shoulders, the shaking df heada, tfa« 
writbings, tbe convulsions, and tbe piippet*«shoir 
tricks of features, aqd yoa will bave tbe wbol« 
iangaage and tnancauvre of tbe p9eudo*learned nai 
«oeomplisbed ones wbo bave wtrodoced Ibreigü 
BiaDDers into oar native soil. 

Tbe mistakeA, too, wbicb tbey oilike, are addi^ 
tiooal preofs of a waot of judgment Wby does tbe 
Frencbman add such stage-effect to 'bis worda f 
Because be doubts tbat the simple mattet of lad 
will be credited by you, or because bis impatience 
and Yolatility bring into action all bis resoorcea al 
tbe same moment; or becaiise, vohiptuous and in- 
triguing, Madame briugs language, eyes, gesturea» 
and limbs into play^ as if sbe were bringing all bfNT 
«rtillery to bear upon tbe enemy at oace ; or, finale 
ly» because both wisb to decei?e you, to diTide 
|roar attention, and find this powerful dirersion 
quite necessary. 

Iii bot CQuntries, speecfa ts oflen abridged, and 
action beeomes its auxiliary: and for this reason a 
Neapölitan, for instance, is a complete player at 
pantomime. Tbe foreigner adds telegraphic and 
pantomimic signs to imperfect and almost unintelH- 
gible language: and yet John Bull, wbo must be 
nnderstood by a countryman, tbinka the Imitation 
of tbis, amart, well^bred, and fasblonable. italian 
and otber foreign perforraera writbe and contort 
tbeir figures, in order to giye effect to tbeir fine 
cadences ad libitum ; and tberefore a boarding- 
scbool miss cannot ^ing a common Englisb ballad, 
witbout draoplng orer tbe keys of her j^ano, 
bowing and wa\ung about, giving her eyes a die-a* 
way^ expressiön, and practising a ibovsand littte af- 
fectedibdieries. 



It i& objected to the Engilsh, that ttiey hay« « 
irant o£ action and of expredsion in coDTersatioQ»"^ 
a want of play of countt^naoce, and of elßgance of 
attitude; but this I den j. If you go into the higher 
'Circles, the fact does oot exist. Where do jou find 
peraons of fanuly, a9d of high poHeh^ address ye« 
with tkeir back turned to you, wi^h iheir armß 
£>kied across, or their hands ia their pocketst 
Where is the inquirer m genteel life, who a^ka tbe 
questioD without an inclination of the head ? or, (if 
a lady in part&cular) without a gracious and grace« 
fuL smile ? Does a gentlemao i^peak to you wilh 
averted eye, stein, countenance, or surly gloom? 
Do we not assbme respect when addressing the 
higher dignitaries of the State? And is there atiy 
well educated man who does not adapt bis coante»" 
Dance and deaieanour to his Company, and to tb6 
subject and Situation of the time, without findiiig 
any dislocation of muacles, aoy convulsion of limba, 
any broad stare of the eye, or violeut dtsguise of 
the countenance, at all necesfary } 
. Dignity and composure, with a leok ot mind and 
an eir of r^flectioa, best befit our national charac* 
ter. The fairer sex has a natural softness, sereni- 
ty, aiid gentleaess of expression and deportment» 
"Whien we depart from these, we lose by the ex» 
change,and we accept of the counterfeit in re^urn for 
the Sterling material. But whilst these are national 
characteristics, there is no need for the male to 
appear all coldness, stoicism, and apathy , nor for the 
female to have that look of a dreaming sheep, un 
moulan qui reve^ which our impertinent neighbour 
has bestowed upon her. In our language also, if a 
dispassionate judge do but vtsit our higher circles^, 
he will find it chaste, classical, expressive, and 
correct: so much so, that a person must possess no 
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patriotism« whofiocls it reqQistte to borrow, einher 
in gestare or in diction, from any otber cocinliy;

I cannot conclnde with6ut mentioning the iatole- 
rable affectation (Li is too mild a term) of a certain 
Ezqaiftite, who is the most conceited piece of Eng* 
lish manufacture, disünguished and Tarnished orer 
witb platter of Pari?» and other materials, Chat I 
erer knew. He asserts« (hat not one Englishinan 
in a thousaod knows how to take a pinch of snnff 
like a geatleman ! and that it.takes twelve BM>nth9 
tp learn this arC ! yet he has contritred to acqinre 
Ibis nsefnl and ornamental accomplishment in aboat 
one-twelflh of the time !- He may think himself an 
4>bject of universal admiration, on account of the 
polisb be has gained by bis travels, bot I can as-^ 
sore bim he is only one of contemptuous pity to

After waiting aiijbour at the Mount, for an old

raacy oommenced. Filled with these melancholy 
pleaslng thoughts, I wp almost stunned by the cry 
/of *' Hoy !" r turned round, and perceived a groom 
adTancing towards me on borseback, and a curricle 
.Coming on me at the late of nine miles per honr. — 
The female charioteer palled up with dilhculty^ 
and, in doing so, quite altered the lines of a Fery 
comely countenance, for all was tugging and mus- 
cular exertion. 

I was now just out of the lin« of danger, and the 
vehicle was abreast of me, when the other groom 
touching bis hat, and the jlady recognizing me and 
smiliog, 1 perceived that it was Lady Dasha- 
long, one of my best friends ^ who had nearly run 
over me. She apologized, was quite shoeked, but 
could not conceive how I could be so absent; «nd

If she do ex- 
cel iathis study, she becomes immediately mascu- 
line and severe: she punishes^.when occasion re- 
quires, tbe animals wbich come under her lash; 
assames an ungraceful attitude; heats her complex- 
ipn by exertion; loses her sof\ness by rirtue of her 
office; runs the risk of hardening her hands; and 
«lay perchance harden her heart; at all events, she 
gains unfeminine habitp, and such as are not easily 
got rid of. . 

If she learn of the family coachman, it must be 
allowed that it is not.likely that he should give her 
any peculiar grace, nor teach her any thing polite. 
The pleasure.of bis Company, whilst superintend- 
iag her lesson, cannot much improveher mind; and 
the freedom of these teachers of ceachmanship 
must be so offensive to her, that only a total loss of 
feeling, ^radually ivorn avray by the pride of ex« 
celliog as a whip, can render them bearable to her. 

When the accomplishment of driving is learned, 
what does it tend to ? A waste of time; a mascuUne 
enjoyment; and loss of (I will not say moral, but) 
feminine character; ofthat sweet, soft, and over- 
powering Submission to, and dependence on man, 
which, whilst it claims our protection, and awakens 
pur dearest sympathies, our tenderest interests, en- 
chants,attaches, and subdues us. I have knowii 
ladies so afiected by an inordinate love for chariot- 
eering, that it has completely altered them, inso* 
much that they have at last hecome more at home 
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in the stable thaii in the dramog-rpom. Tbe very 
lady in question is so different when dressed for 
dinner, that her driving dress is a complete maa* 
querade disguise, ^hich I should never wisii to see 
her in, aijd which certainly is not calculated to cap- 
tivate a lover nor to gain a hasb^d, unless tbe lat- 
ter be a ftlare wbo givea tbe wbip-band to hta 
lady. 

1 now began to recoUect tbe feciale whips of my 
acquaintance; and I found tbat I never «ould es» 
leem one of tbero. A certain titled lady, wbo «ball 
be nameless, sioce sbe is no inore, used to excel in 
driviog four milk-wbite borses in band. Her face 
was a perfect enamel, sometbing like China, from 
tbe paint wbicb sbe used; anld to see the tbong of 
her wbip fly about tbe leaders — to bebold her ga<* 
Iher op her reins and sqnare her elboirs, was the 
delight of the ostlers and hackaey coachmen about 
Iown, wbo, neverthelefe», spoke very ligbtly of her 
at tbe same time« I cenfess tbat sbe became a cam- 
plete ob^ect ^disgost to myS'elf, and to raost tbink- 
ipg men of my aoqnaintance.

To retarn to my female diiviDg fiienda. A cer- 
lain fair daaghter of green Erin used formerly to 
^?e me out in her curricle: she is aperfect whip; 
and has, from conversiog so much od thc subject, 
and from seeing so mach stähle compaDy, assumed 
a tone, aa attitude, and a language, most iforeign to 
her sex. Dhving, one day, in the Circular Road, 
jsear Dablin, her horses puUed very bard, add 
* woold have blistered common fingers; but, protect« 
ed by stiff York tan gloves, and hardened by tbe 
laauHgement of the whip, she stood up and punish- 
ed them, crying, l'U take the shine ont of you be- 
^ fore I bare done with you;'* then *'keepiog them 
ap to their work,'' as she called it, and fanning fu- 
rioasly along, she exultingly exclaimed, all in a 
heat an<^iiurry herseif, " There, and he — -'» (I 
looked thunderstruck) **be hanged to you," con- 
duded she, smiling at me, and resuming her sang 
froid. 

' A commontr's lady was my third driving ac- 
qaaintance: she was yery hold; given to the joys 
of the table; got lightly spoken of as to reputation; 
and, after all, overturned herseif and broke her 
arm.

Pedro Emmaauel Felix de Alvarez, a Grand Es- 
pagnel of the first class. The faithful Knight fixes 
bis Signet ring to bis cloak, which ioating on shore» 
or ralher againet the battlements of the tower, is 
picked up by Gertrude, who instantly runs niad, 
•whilst the Baron stabs bimself for rage and despair. 

AU this, howeyer, is. after euch escapes from 
shipwreck and from starvation, such captures and 
re-captures, such dwelliog on an (until then) unin- 
habited isfand, such dangers by land and sea, and 
such trials of loye and of constancy as never were 
Invented before, and much less ever occurred. 
The leaf which contained the deep ca^strophe waii

I MET Mrs. MoDtagu MarionviHe at a fashioDable 
bookaeller^s the other day. She was expatiating on 
Lady Laura Learnedlore's exquisite conversazione, 
as 9he was pleased to term it. Oo perceitiog me, 
ahe gave me ker band, and was good enough to say, 
that she rery much regretted my not being tbere. 
I tbanked her, and requested to knoit what were 
the Chief attractions of the evening, — who was 
there, — ^and whether it was the Company, the con- 
versatiön, or both, which formed that night's pecn- 
liar charms ? ** Both," exclaimed she, delighted.

And there was also Miss Fanny Fermor^ 
the greatest botanist in England. She recited som« 
beautiful lines on the Polyandria monogynia, and 
ahewed us the finest rhododendron I erer beheld ! 

*' Lord Gothic, too, came in about midnight : he 
iß a discjple of Gall^s. His LordsLip enlightened 
US mach: he de^nonstrated the organ of theogra- 
phy very clearly on the head of a child; and assur- 
ed me, that I ought to ha?e been a builder, for he 
never saw the organ of constructireneNS so deter« 
mined a3 on my cranium.

caßed by those who are only enlightened by such 
illaminations,) or a book of ancient date, be its Con- 
tents ever so stupid and nninteresting, is all the 
charm nec^ssaiy ; for such works are bought» not to 
be read, but to be looked at. As for me, I haye 
always held, that *^ The proper study of mankind is 
man," but in order to see bim as he really is, I have 
ttudied bis ^tions mpre than his professions, and it is 
the result of many years Observation that enables 
me to present my readers with thdf lucubrations^ 
such a» ^ey are, of their friend,

Bbino informed that my old frienclf>Dr. Drudge's 
$on, had come to town, I dalied, the other daj, to 
Visit bim. <i vaiued the father much: he was an' 
honest, industrio«», and successful man; and I wish- 
ed to show every civility in my power to his 8on. 

The Doctor had, by much laboor and long prac- 
tice, amassed a large fortune, which he left to his 
only son, to whom he was so partial that he spared 
no eipense to educate him ia the first style.

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About a year ago, the young man was deprived 
of bis vvortUy fatber; and it is a iveek since he con- 
icluded bis academic studies, baying taken a bache- 
lor'3 degree and quitted College. Very different 
frotm those young men of rank and fasbioo, tvho 
leave Oxford and Cambridge, perfect only in horse- 
raciiig, eporting, drinking, and gamihg, Mr. Drudge 
faaa read, io the last four years, more books than 
any other man of his age that I am acquainted with. 
He has had a gleaning of almost erery science, but 
with such rapidity, that it has produced a confusion 
of matter and of langüages in his head, similar to 
wbat we read of ths confusion of tongues at the 
Tower of Babel.

He overpowered me, but l put in a few words.

LiFR has been cmled by some a dream,— by 
others a drama, (** siifce all t!re woYlcJ's a stage,") — 
and by others a game. In Ihe farmer point of View 
we are all somnatnbulrsts, surrounded with ancer- 
tajnty aod darkness, feeling cur way thröugh the 
worM, our minds obnubilated by phantoms, bliiided 
by interest, lulled into secority by a delusive reve- 
rie, attracted by unsubstaatial pleasures, and only 
awake to wisdom and to reasron wben it is too laie. 
In thelwo latter views of the subject we are mere 
actors in a piece Where we oannot chuse our owa 
parts, or sp^cnlators on a game of which ive know 
not the nature of the stake. 

As I do not like the gloomy «ide of things, l shäll 
eonsider mei> in this last point of vrew; namely, in 
in pursuit x)f some game, with interest or aBnose- 
ncent for their mam ohject, clasi!>ifying the sp(^ts* 
men in life under the heads of pl^asure bunters, 
quality bunters, (or as it is called at Oxiord, where 
the gold tuft is the badge of nobility, tuft hunters) 
pla«e and pension buntere, and, lastly, fortune or 
wife buntere; more properly the former, as the 
latter is only considered as an acconipaniment, and 
often a tery inharmonious one to it. 

The mere pleasnre bunter, who foUows the ig- 
nis-iatuu9 of enjoyment, that is to say, '< the sonie- 
thing unpossest,*' is scarccly wortb a thoiight. Brief 
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19 his summer's day in the garden of life; fickle his 
taste; »aoy the sweets which he fain wotild cull; 
bat the premature eold breeze of winter, the cloud- 
ed sun, or sudden approach of evening, cloye^l plea- 
sures and sated appetite, produce surfeit disappoint- 
meot, and disgast; hickne^s and sorrow follow, aHi 
the insect is no more; h» däy 18 done. 

The quality or fashioa hunteH.^ ~a mere reptile. 
He Crawls after other insects, or feebly onount^ to 
follow the titled butterüy. His reif n is as brief and 
more contemptible than the former. Not unfre- 
qqently, like the silly and obtrusive gnat, he plays 
round the biaze of power, until he burns his wings 
and becomes a spectacla fdr life; or until he con- 
Mimes hia existence et)t#e]y and i^ destroyed by the 
da^zling glare of ambition. 

Not to dweli on the other varietie:«, we will come 
to the fortune hunter, who has a long and moreactive 
course befuge him; thou^h iK)t less contemptible^and 
more culpable than the former. He has a substaatiitji 
pbj«ct in view, and is crer awake to his own interest, 
cver alive to his scirdid views. He runs not giddily» 
but creeps waiily and like a sportsman on his prey. 
Intent frequently on destruction, he is ateady, cool, 
artful, patient, and desiguing. No beaaty melts his re- ' 
frigerated bospm, no female enchantmeats divert bis 
re.asoning powers fcom . their iavorite employmtint 
of calculation. Pleasure and passion he •ooimands ; 
and undazzled by fashion or by glittering appear- 
ance, he looks to the intrinsic, how^ver encumber- 
ed with earthly deformity« howerer degraded iu 
baseness, rusted, mildewed or disguised. The wo- 
man of fortune, if old or infamous» if deibrmed or 
disgusfing , if base-born or ilUbred, has always at- 
tractions for him; whilst simple beaaty» in its modest 
bed, withers by the way-side, or is spurned by thje 
-adirenturef 's foot, ih his road to Fertune'ft terople. 
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, I caDDot, myself, con«eive a möre base or a, raore 
degraded character than this; yet thousands we 
have, in town and at our fashionable wateri&g^j^a- 
ces, who are gazetted fortune httoters, and are 
knowa to be ''haugiag out for wives;'' dancing, 
flattering, faivning, atteDdiog on and deceiving one 
heiress afler another, until some one fall a prey te 
thetn. 

Mr. Platter, afler having dissipated bis owo foK> 
tane, has been at this trade for four-aod-twenty 
years; and has, in the last ten, had what he deems 
the good fortune to bury Iwo rieh wives, witbout 
heir or incumbrance. He is now trying for a third, 
thOQgh rather aged and wholly unattractive, not 
ha?ing the generosity to fl^stovr a fortune on ua- 
provided female merit, nor manliness eno.ugh to 
marry for love. But the worst of all is, that Mr, 
Platter, and all such wretcbes, in their course 
through life, angle for the afiections of beauty 
and of innocence; and when by ioquiry the for- 
tune of the party is not conmensarale with. 
their avarice and amfoition, the^ leave the love- 
flick girl to regret, to wretchedaess, and to ibe 
pointed finger of scorn: for tvhen a heart is betray- 
ed, although'virtne be unimpaired, yet will «candal 
point ont its owner as a deserted damsel, one wtth 
whom a match was broken oS, a fvrsakisa matd; 
whilst the fortune hun.ter is trying all in bis power 
to cf^ate the same interest in anotber he^^t, bis 
own, callous alike tasympathy or retnorse.

1 HAD saudtered down Pall Mall, one day, as far 
as Carlton Hoose, when I was overtaken by Lord

for Walking; I have nothing to do; I will set you 
d«wn wbere you please; and you might as well 
bear me compady, as indulge your own cogitations 
thns solitarily."

'These 
lovets of dependaots» of haogers-oo, and of sbades^ 
alwAjs contrive to catch bold of souie complaisant 
person to keep them Company, änd to listen t^ their 
»elf-praise, or to their bad jokes, in order to be* 
giiile their owu time at the expense of the safferers; 
These Lordlings will tdte yov to Ts^ersal's, to 
^ their Stahles, to Long Acre, and to all their trados- ^ 
* men's in order to porchase dogs, horses, a carriage, 
or to look at every thing and buy nothing; or final-> 
ly, to show off their stad, their landau, baron- 
che, or vis-a-vis, and lo impress yoa with an ade* 
quate idea of their own invportance, and of the 
felicity which you possess in being the friend and> 
companion of a Peer. 

The only conversation which took place in four 
hours, on oor brief road (if conversation tt can be 
called, where one man speaks all and tbe other only 
listens,) was bis Lordsbip's accoont of himself and 
bis detail of the proceding day. It was broaght 
forivard to prove the excellence of bis cctnstitution^ 
aiid how he tired it by hard living; and it was near- 
ly as follows:

(Turning to the looking glass,) I protest I lock 
quite like a fright, I will not (the not sounded veiy 
positive and emplmtically) sit to day." He bowed 
Submission; and it came oOt afterwards that she had 
disappointed him five times running. Once shefaad 
been engaged to a dejeune; once she had a sick-j^ad- 
ache; the third time she disapproved of her dress, 
which was to be changed; next she looked too pale 
aller riding; and lastly, she was iluttered and put 
out of temper, and could not, as sh« called it, ^* bear 
herseif because she looked »o unbecomtngly." 

To all these changes of temper and disappoint- 
ments are artists exposed. rier Grace is so dise^- 
dered by the high wind that she is not fit to be se#^n; 
— ^Lady So-and-so has had no rest and her eyes look 
quite red; — Miss Lovemore is so fidgety that she 
cannet sit still: she is going to a waitz party, and 
will put off sittkig until to-D)f rrow. Lady Bellamy 
now put in her w«rd; for she had a picture which 
did noi half please her, and which was to be altered. 
'< Mr. Varoish/' said %he, '< my husband does not 
approve of my picture (.the case with many hus* 
bands, thought 1); he says that it is a stiff, prim, 
formal piece of stuff." Tbe painter looked aJl pa- 
tience. '' It is not half so gay as I am (some truth 
in that); it is unlike about the eyes; it must be 
toucbed up again and improved; besides, my hus- 
band says that be must ha?e me in an easy undress, 
inst^ad of that cnmson rohe and feathers." ' Jüst 
as your husband pleases,' answered the tormented 
artist. 
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We DOW took our leave; and Lady Jan« set me 
down at Hookbam'fl^obserTing on the way tliat MrsI 
Versatile's picture was not a bit like her, that Air. 
Varnish bad made a perfect beauty of her, and that 
8he much regrettcd having her portrait painted by 
him, as ehe did not admire bis likenesses at all. 

Od my way home I could not help nimioating on 
the painful task of tbe painter, and recoHected that 
very few of the poi'traUs which we saw in bis sbow- 
room were strong likenesse» of tfaose for whom they 
were takeo. The two great causes for this, howe- 
verirere, that almost every body wisbes to be flat- 
tered» while soroe others have tbe conceit ^f b^ing 
painted in dresses so utterly foreign to tbeir Situa- 
tion in life, that tbeir acquaintanc« can never possi- 
bly have seen them attired in that manner. 

There was, .for instance, Lord Heavybead in tbe 
costume of a Roman Senator, which he is as like as 
he is to a windmill; the Rev. Mr. Preachhard, in. a 
flcarlet honting-frock and black vejvet cap, which 
he used to wear before bis Ordination, and a fbx's 
brush instead of the bible in bis hands; a Captain 
Fairweather in a suit of polisbed armour; a Mrs. 
IVIodish as a Magdalen; and the Dowager Lady Lum- 
her as a sieeping Venus, with a rieh silk drapery 
thrown over her. Now who on earth could ^xpect 
to discoTer bis friends undjer such disgnises. Yet 
to al] these whims and fantasies must tbe painter 
sabmit. His task to please must be difficult. 

Of one tbing I was convinced, namely, that t« 
picture our acquaiotances and friends, or even pub- 
lic characters, strict rescmDlance without flattery is 
necessary. The general expression of the counte- 
nanciti, the prevalent habit of the original, and the 
dress usually wom by her or by him, are equally rc- 
quisite. Our wife or daughter should be a woman 
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wbA not a goddcss; our friend or acqttnntahc^ 
•hoald be a gentleffian and n<A a hero of antiqvity ; 
food eiecntion and correctnast of tinüarity thoald 
compfete the portrait; t\9f we may bave a very fine 
]HctQrey yet Hke aobody wkom wa know,— «a flMre 
matter of fancy. 

Whfa theie remarks, and with this conrietion, I 
•ball conelade, professing high efiteem and pity for 
the meritorions artitt thus ezposed, and an irre^o- 
cable resolntion neyer in futnre, by accompanying 
a fancifiil lady to heve her pictare taken, to h>ae the 
moratng of

NoTwiTHSTANDiNG the ill-huRiour in wbich 1 
parted witb Lady Jane Mandeville» 1 could not 
belp exclaimiDg to myself, as soon as I was left 
.aloDe, What a happy art is painting! Like the in- 
veDtioD of writiog, it triumphs over distaDce, and 
even over death; rt gives presence to the absent, 
and immortality to the deceased; it is the balm ojf 
friendship, and the happiest embodying of thought ! 
With what delight may the friend or tbe lover cod- 
template the features of the face or of the mind 
that is dear to him, wbilst gazing on a striking re^ 
semblance. Tbere, words and colours breathe and 
burn; tbere, we converse with tbe far removed^ 
aod tebold their very figare and expression. Hap- 
py, thnce happy Art ! 

That tbis art should possess its bigbest pierit in 
all its integrity, it should, like the language of 
friendship, be faithful and true, not too bigbly 
wpougbt and fanciful: it should be wholly unmin- 
gled witb jQattery, wbich spoils tbe lik^ness, and 
renders langaage insincere and wortbless. 

Wbilst reflecting on these tbings, iny mind re- 
verted to the snbject öf portraits and of miniatnres, 
and I considered bqw people deceire tbemsßlves 
aB4 othersy bymarring and disguising what onghttn 
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be Ümt secoiid t^lTes— the honest refre8e&ialiv«9 
9i their looks and pevBOos. 'Tis vanity wbidi {iro^ 
dttccs all this— a wii^ to be more than what we 
are; younger, baadsomer, arrayed in a more costly 
style, representingsome foreign charactef*-in fiae, 
a counterfeit instead of an honest copy. Artists 
are instracted, directly or indireetly t. to this effect 
in namberless instances; and tfaey meet with nO" 
thing bot unkindnes« and defeat wherever a platn 
person is piainly delineated. Princes, wbo oiarry 
by proxyvarc deceived most nnjustly in this parti- 
cnlar. For esample: in the conrse of erents» some 
princess on the «ontinent is demanded in raarriage; 
and her mind is inflamed with the idea «f becoasisig 
the wife of a her^. A very handsoove noblemas, 
in the gayest attire (virhich is not altogether pdtüc) 
pves the p^oxy hand, and is the bearer of a ninia- 
tore, sorrounded wiüi brillfonts (a circrnnstapce 
which always dazzles and fliiileads,) reprefienting 
the fntare bridegreom ever yannger and handaon- 
^ than he is, and which, beiag covered witii stan 
and decorations, looks Majeaty itselfl Her'H^al 
or Her Serene Highoess (and it ta well fHMn the 
latfter is not a miBnonier,) if sbe be not oaptivated 
by the prozy, airives on Üie tiptoe of earpeetatioQ, 
and is introdoced to her angnst coMort wiäi ei^- 
eyed anxieitT. Bot what is her äfappaMbnent !*-— 
What her d^ection and dismay ! when sbe meets 
with a plain little Man, Uke a joonieyBao meduaiic, 
and discovers that every good feätnre in the pic* 
tore has been n present of the paint^s 1 

This ifrsteai cf flattertng raios evei^.pi<^ttre and 
eyery person, every cenrt and every conttier; it 
defeats the intentioo of preserving n iac^äottle, aa 
it w«re, of what it is to repeasent Yet not oaiy 
in hi|^ Kfe, bot in the Wß^eem&Mifkg ranks also, all

throwing her parasol at the mirror, which she 

bro]ce into numberless pieces, ran out of the room 

in hysterics. The alderman» however, paid the 

damage; and the artist's cause was avenged. 

The idea of being painted tbat year was now 
given up* On the foDowing one, howeyer, a flat* 
tering artist at Tunbridge Wells, on a trajing trip, 
hit offthe alderman tothe entire satisfaction of bis 
wbole family, giving him tbree incbes in stature, 
plaining off the rotundity of bis stomach, straight- 
ening bis legs, and throwing such a good natured 
smile.on bis countenance, tbat he became quite an 
amiable . character.

' From the two circumstances of giving and receiv- 
iogf the human character is more easiljr leamed, 
than from almost any other act in life. Tou may 
read a persoD's heart in his coantenance oo such an 
occasion; nay more^ yon may discover from the 
very gestare — the turn of the arm, whether the 
donor be benevoleut and delicate, gentle and well- 
bred, or whether he be ostentatious, hanghty and 
brutal. In Uke manner you may perceive the gen- 
tlemän or the fellow, the man of feeling or of inte- 
rett, the SMfferer or the impostor in the receiFer. 

The mau of dehcacy and of seesibility gires with 
a smile and a graceful countenance^ bends gently 
forward, and drops or insinuates his donation into 
the receiver's band, ofteo presses that band in token 
of kindnegs, or in order to conceal the amonnt of 
the gifl, and, as whene^er he can find an opportunity 
he puts it OH a shelf, table, or drawer, retiring pr^- 
cipitately if it be the receiver's house; but he doei 
thid^ without noise, in arder to avoid either ostentä- 
tion or thanks. If this be at his own house, be dia- 
tnisses tbe subject of the gift, and makes the obliged 
as mndh at home as himself. Tbe well-bred man 
and the man of the world spares the feelings of the 
receirer, by conreiskng cheerfully on some subj/ect 



uococmected with tbe don«ti<ui, by giviiig tii« pr«* 
$9ßt with thei utmoftt gentleiiesa, and witbout geati* 
eulatioD, and bj looking at {wiling ai if he hi4 
received, instead of cooferring a faTöar. Theveiy 
bandling of the saaney bespeaka tbe man pf fM^iioa, 
or th« uMEiannered äiurl. The former haa il ü* 
wagra readjy o^ver apparent, cooceals it ia ibe 
palta of hi« band, or goes to fetch it from aaother 
TQOBi» aad wrapa it up io paper » or writea «a order 
pajable to bearer (not to so imd so, with a vieW of 
trampetipg tbe traosactiqn), folda it up and aeala it* 
aod deliyers it with a roanded elbow, and a kind of 
obeisance» and a graceful presentation« adds, ^' I aaa 
happy in compl^iog with your wishe«; or, whea 
you peruse this at faome, I trust it will answer yoor 
purpose." 

The ostentati^ua, haoi^ty brate, who alwaya» 
whether he lubseribe to an institution, purchase a 
work c^ art, take tickets fpr a benefit, or relieve 
distress, does it fronv pride and tke love of praiae» 
makes as mach of bis donation as he posäibly can, 
and keeps the expectant wretch in the agonie» of 
nocertainty or waveriog bope for some time, whitet 
he di?es down into the profundity of bis pocket, or; 
lummaging for a Yulgar looking pocket-book, opena 
it like bis bible (and for the same purpose) as wide 
as he can, to sbow tibe extent of the exertion^ and 
$o leC erery one see wbat he is doing; tben, per* 
haps, tantsdizes the needy artist, tbe embarrasse^ 
performer, or the hongry solicitor of aid, with the 
iighto^a number of beavy notes, 1001. öOZ. 20/. 10/. 
and, at last, scrutinijEes a 1/. note, for fear it shoald 
be a S/., and givea it to the blushing, bowing, or 
trembUng receiver. If it be a gift in xnoney, he 
rings it on the table, or holds it out as he wouM te 
a pauper in the atreet. Sometimes he oeutraliaea

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bis ilM»i-g«nero8ity wtüi n gross remark, and g(Mie- 
tMj destrays his ftct of Service, by the more thn^ 
«quiTalent bf feeliog, which his victim päys in re-^ 
turn. 

' These ioi-disant ^neroiis mett are fpnd of haVing 
Uietr names in print, in Veturn for their money. 
They Uke to take receipts, ezpect to be thanked» 
and to be written to; and whether they grant or re- 
fose the petitioned boon, the letter is made as pnb- 
lic as poBsible. << Take this to my banker and he 
will pay you," is a common phrase of their's; or, 
**0ead for my Steward or clerk: Mr. Sei ab, gire 
Ibis gentlemaa ten pounds and take his receipt;" 
or, ** pay my «ubscription to this person;" or, yon*n 
giye this man (a name which the pürchaser donH 
deierre^ fifty guineas for his pictnre;" or, ^'one 
guinea for his book, — I donH want it^ but he says (a 
stress on the word) tbat he is in distresss;'' or, <' I 
nee a good list of subscribers to it, though (with a 
lavgh) I nerer read.*' 

This inhomanity, founded on a narröW mind and 
•tinted beart, this upfitart plant of presumption, 
grafted on ignoracce, is not alone confined to the 
lower classes, forced by low means and dirty mafe- * 
rtals into gaudiness and prosperity, as tuHps are 
itprang from the drain and ddnghiH on the land. 
Even men of rank occasionallj betray such a want 
QffeeHng as mnst lower them in the eyep of hnm- 
ble merit, and disgrace them in the presence of an 
Observing by-stander. Snch persons insnlt, when 
they profess to confer an Obligation, and inflict an 
noijary when they iyingly pretend to serve. 

A certain Peer.otdered his livery servaat, when 
a petitioner called, to give the poor gentleman^teh 
pounds ! thus intrusting the gentleman's secret to a 
^et and a pimp (ibr he was both), and exposingran 



hononrable man. to the contempt ot^ike baMsi.ef 
tiie bas«. *'0h! it's yoa, Siri" Said th« liireri«4 
Tarlet: ** my Lord cao't be seen, bnt he ordernd 
me to give you ten poands: here it is, Sir." Th# 
gentljeman very properly replied, " John, yon will 
take the ten poands to my Lord» and teil him, that I 
shonld receive tbem from no other hands bat bis 
own, coald I prevail on myself to accept then at 
all, after this act of arrogance and bajBeness of mind/* 
A few hints liko those woald benefit the greatones 
of the land. 

With regard to those who receive, the gentleman 
does so with placidity and dignity. If he haye sold 
a work of iogenuity or of science, he has only made 
a fair exchange. If he receive a favoar or assiat- 
«Bce, modesty and gravity mark bis altitade and 
toantenance. He never hastily pockets the amount, 
bat keeps it iu bis band antil he retire, politely and 
qoietly. A very distiessed object aometimea re- 
ceives with an increased blash or with a tear. 
When this is the case the donor is overpaid. A 
professional man generally smirks and smiles, bows, 
acts abpttt, pockets the cash, which he examines 
almoat before he has left yon, and retires delighted. 
The impostor clenches his band on its conteuts^ 
and secüres its possession as it were. He looks 
as if he had hoaxed yoa, overacts gravity and 
feeling, says too mach in the way of Öianks, and 
either retreats Ri^ipitately (his job being done)> 
or glides like a thief oat of yoar presence. 

I know a great man whose table is always cover- 
ed with opeo letters and petitions. He wisbes to 
pass for a very good man; büt the moment that I 
saw his table thas strewed with exposed isecreta 
and betrayed distress, I lost my former good 
opinion of bim; for a man blessed withany sensibi* 
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Kty ifwM hara sooner attended to these applicü« 
tioDfl, and thoB, after rebevii^ tbe wtetchedn^\ 
ha wonld bara barnt thesa painfiil racords.

Baust bang heavy« indeed, who would plane and saw, 
«ad hanmer and nail, whilst the book of nature and 
•oienee is spread out befbre hinii — ^whilst bis Itbra- 
ry is ofien to lus researchee, the whole face of the 
ear^ to hk kspron^nieiit» smd whilst his conotry 
nay deataod his Services in the Senate or in the 
üeld. I beg pardön of the loechanical class among 
Ml« qoatity ef nky acquaintance, but I eamiot belp 
aayiog, thal I woiild send a LordicabiBet-maker, 
^tucner or tailor, to keep Company with a Lady shoe* 
nuicer 0rfamer;'for sudi there are, and not at aH 
admiredby

Great dinners, unless they have some geDeral ob- 
ject in vicw, as mioisterial, elecVioneeriDg, or cha- 
ritable entertainments, are long, heavy, formal, cou- 
cerns.

nion with Moliere's Miser, that the words ^^Ufaut 
manger pour vivre^ et non pas vivre pour manger y 
ought to be w ritten in letters of gold; many of our 
fat and portly eiders and magistrates, however, clad 
in purple and scarlet, are of another opinion. 
, At a great dinner of generalpürpose, society, or 
hojipitality, good cooking, and good style are alwayt 
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to be met with in the first circles. Good compaDj, 
therefore, is the great desideratum we look for; and^ 
afler an agreeable host and bostess who do the ho-» 
noars of their table in a superior manner, we are 
glad to find aöaae welUinfonned and pleasant maa 
whqt takes the lead in conversation; but, aboye all, 
an agreeable ncighbour at table is a great charm öf 
Society. The former is a treasure for the time be- 
ing, and suits one who, like mjself, is fond of lis» 
tening; but the latter establishes one more link in 
tibe social chain, becomet your friend fbr the time, 
and «ttits every one. We admire th« one; bot we 
bare a feeliog of personal regard for the other. 

How unfortunate i& bis lot wlio is placed u&A to 
a belle, tongue^tied by pride pr ignoFaneel cor ciose 
to a deaf dowager, wbo makes one of the party enljr 
OD the Spore of^relationsfaip^ or inierest ! or \^ a li>* 
quacKKts 0^ maid lalking abowt nothing! or by a, 
'Stern and taoiturn eynic, the usefal man of the fa^ 
Billy, or perhaps, a parliamentary or literary con* 
»ectioot and how eaviaMe the contrast of a deligfat« 
fbl captivating woman; whose ease, good^breeduig, 
and beceming kindness^ serve to gild the boart 
which you pass ia her Company;- or of a iravelled 
man, of elegant, adorned mind, at home on evesy 
stibject, yet politely more anxions to sait hts atten- 
tion» and ooBversation te your feelings and porsoitlB, 
than to patade ha» anpedor knowle^e, bis excel- 
leoee, or the leading passion of bis dwd mind. 

One great oMsery in table-seciety is to be placed 
by a beanty^ whose Tanity leads her to yeor nexft 
neighboar bat one, ayounger, richer, or hifher ti- 
tled man, who seems to do yon a favoar by sidling^ 
from you, instead of toming her back npop yon, 
and who is so admtred Ükat she has not a thoeght for 
you. Perchance, you may take wiae with her^ bot 
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^t to arredtiflg her attention one se^roaid, ihat fs 
wh^ly out of the case ; and if, on the otber side^ 
jou have a silent companion, or one who deals iä 
•mpKfied nothing9, or tries, UDsuccedsfally, to be a 
ge&eral' favo^irite bj spouting stale p^ns, trtte re* 
murks, and self-applause, you may remaia insulat- 
%ä M the most briliiant cirt^le. 

From this Situation, indeed, you may hare the 
homiliation to see yourself occasionally rescued by 
the eye of the host or hostess stngling you out for a 
mocHentary share in conversation, or for a glass of 
moe; or you may even be reUeved by one of tbose 
eounteoancet whieh are/ the mirrors of the soul» 
and which facing you, or obhquely opposite, ad- 
dresses something agreeable to you, which may 
draw you out, place you in an advantageous li^t, 
and eaable you to speak on a favourite topic, or 
such as the amiable guest knows you to be caaster

lead! 

The bojst and hostess, theo, like the orb of day, 
sliould shed their warmth and the Itistre of their 
attentions all aröund them; bot your next neighboor 
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tt tible» should be the*^tar tö ligbt yoii threu^^h the 
evening, and become tbe greatest point. of attrac- 
tion. 

Itis more difficult for a man of a certain age to 
obtain this felicity, than a young elegant; becaase 
gallantry suitetb not asce, and delicate attention is 
the only Substitute which fae can find for itj since

'< In canuti pens^ir* si dtscomrene." 

Perbaps there cannot be a greater test pf the 
qualities of the heart, thnn a beautifql and fashion- 
able woman's leaning indulgeotly to the garrulity of 
age, and dividing her attention betwixt an «elderly. 
neighboür and her many admirers; or than a man of 
good penon and gopd breediDg, or of lufluence and 
celebrity, placing himself by neglected diffidence» 
or humanely showing a feeling for a want of per- 
' flooal charms, or of youth,,in bis female neighboar» 
in li gay and giddy circle. 

I remember a captain of cavalry, of very band- 
some person, and a most favourite .member of So- 
ciety, captiVating all around him by hia dero- 
ti^n, in point of attention, to the deformed daugh- 
ter of a certain peer, whose person and whose for- 
tune could draw nb admirers or speculators^ He 
was my most intimate friend; and 1 never saw bim 
to such great advantage, though an. expressioo pf 
female surprise, and an increased flush of female 
envy, were, more than once, directed towards him. 
In the course of the evening, however, he gained 
general applause, and established an interest in eve- 
ry heart. 

Nor was my friend wrong in selectiug the objeet

Market, from Tattersal's to Leicestershire, or arö 
all mounted or placed on their box, riding, driving^ 
and, often bargaining, that great losses and great 
bbastings swell the ample theme; and that the first 
ranks and fortanes in the country tbus sink into th^ 
Stahle and the dog-kennel. The wine, in general; 
circuiates too freely with some portion of the com* 
pany, although the hyper^Exquisite, as well as the 
man truly eomtne il faut^ keeps within bounds and 
values bis conversatioo^ 
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' Thcre are, moreofer, every ^here insects 
where there are sweets; and still more loose an<| 
degrading themes frequently occupy the time and 
attention, nay, inspire the. mirth of the very highest 
andmost illustrious in the kingdom. At this period« 
it becomesthe duty of every thinking man, eithe^r 
to retire to cofiee, or lo withdraw entirely; for, pre- 
Tious to this perFersion of intellect, he will bave 
heard a sufficient number of insipid uninteresting 
details to be sick of listening, and to haye given up 
all hopes pf improving by the discourse. ^' A good 
ÜxingLord George made at the Derby! or at the 
Craven ! the knoiving ones all out in their reckon- 
ing! he 8old the winner for twice what he wati 
worth ! the young grazier a fine plump one for the 
turfl" or something equally classical and. rational; 
a»y *' Colonel, might I usk what you gave for the 
black horse ? he is a tine-tempered horse, and 
shews a beautiful figure; but I thiok a little deficient 
in bottom; he seemed a good deal distressed at Com- 
ing in;" (this is if the Speaker wants. to buy) or, 
"Wellj bir Harry, Tli seil you the brace of 
dogs for one handred; or an exchange— the shoot- 
ing pony and sixty guineas, or, your mare and dou- 
ble-barrelled gen; — any thing for a deal." 

How truly below the level of the commonest un- 
derstanding of a man of the world, mach less of 
an aged man, is all this; or a verbuse (always, 
however, in a minor key, in high life,) dispute 
about the breed of a horse, the Performance of ^ 
dog, or the nature of a bet, to be referred to the 
Jockey Club ! Most enviabl^ are those, and they are 
the real elegants^ who, either deeply interested in 
8ome beauty present, adjourned to softer society» 
and to more refinement; or who, in orde^r to fuifil a 
multipHcity of engagements^ to save their head, and 
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to make an appearance at the last ballet, order 
their carriages at eleven, aod escape before the 
heated latter end of the repast. 

lo spite, however, of these our national defects» 
my heart glows within me when I look back to 
many a frieadship formed witb a pleasant neighbour 
at table, wba theo laid the fouodation on which für- 
thei* experieoce of amiable disposition bullt the 
firm superstracture of regard. Sweet sensibility! 
we trace thee in every step tbrough life! The 
cympathetic look, which encourages and invites us 
to further friendly intercourse, the courtesy of 
smiles — a bene^olent inclination of the head^a look, 
an oütstretched arm — a pas^ing thought perceiyed, 
the welcome of the eye.s, the receding of politenesf 
to let US pass, a Situation given up, a preference • 
showD, the drawing back of humillty, or the mo- 
tioning to advance, to approximate one's seif to our« 
fellow inan — ^these, all these, are the links ofthat. 
great chajn, which, commencing in beaven gently 
descends to us inhabitants of earth, unites and binda 
OS together, twines us in the most enchanttng folds 
of love and friendship, establishes the more tender 
and delicate connections — in a wprd, coipforts and 
and consoles us whilst we are goests here below, 
constitutes every refinement of mortal bliss, and is 
worked up intö endleps bewitching and deligbtful 
shapes; which are continually affording fresh eo« 
joyments to the fancy of

costs you to exist iri London. Then the wotnen l 
^s for me, my dear Sir, I contrive to drink vniy 
Burgundy and Champagne daily, and to go to the 
play and the Opera every night; Sunday too, ho^ 
delightfal ! ball — play — masquerade — always some- 
thing; whilst.John Bull nrast either get drunk, g€t 
into the blue dievils, or turn Puritan or Methodiirt 
and go to Church four times a day*

of senge like you, and one too who knows and who 
loves the good things of this world, can vegetate in 
this dull smoky coantry.

The vevy man wbom^he imitates m 
less repugnant to me than himself; for the French* 
aian '%» to9t Francaise — K he have the levity and af- 
feotation of his country, he also po9«es»6e8 ite gateijT 
and thoQghÜessneM. Freuchiiied. John Bull is m 
grave solemn cojLcomb, a systemattcal voluptuary» 
a would-be butterfly, aud a poiritive blockhead; 
whibt Monsieur naturally changes his opinions, his 
laws, his habite, his pohtics, and his principle», a» 
qiiickly as the wind varies in the most uocertain la- 
titudes. Hemay, therefore, be pardonable for tl».e 
same thing that is crtminal in the BFiiish GalfiMna* 
niac, who vught to know better, and who acts th«s 
froro pure «eltishness, or from the äptrit of conir»- 
^iction. 

In dress and in optnion Charles Beverly was ilife 
aame; having at oncethe complete Parisian coa?^ 
turne, and wantingthe excessive neataess and cleaa« 
liness of a weU-dressed EngUshman; haviug boote 
made on the worst model, and a round hat wkfa « 
certain crookedness in it, ^Ituck on one side, like 
any tning bat. a good Bond*street or St. Jaoiea'a- 
Street pattem. ' 

In ans wer to my friend, I took the liberty to in- 
form him, that it oflen happened for three months 
-ti^ether^ that I neither fed upon roast beef, nor 
bot pört; for my society being of the first class, I 
tasted .e?ery species of the very best Freoch and 
idi other winesas often as I pleased; thajt two comiT' 
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•«8 aad« dessert wepe regulär tbia^nt the tablet 
dToar nobilitj; and that as for tbe women, I had 
travelled in my yonih^ and bad oever seen aoy equal 
to my cotnitrywomeD. 1 allovred that things were 
aomevfhat d«ar€r thao abroad, btit observed tbat 80 
dear was my conotry to me, that 1 grudged no price 
in giving her tbe prefereöce to ailothers; and tbi^ 
were my income less thaa It is; I sbould aaffer all 
kiod of privation for the eake of beiag in a free 
' Coontry, and witb tbe hope, wbich every patriol 
ought to chetish, of identifving himself witb tbe 
proeperity or adversity of bis naüve land, of cod* 
tributwg all in bU power towards supportiog th^ 
national bonour, and« at the dose of life, of beii^.

and the bri^tly mu.«tachio may be allowed to paes« 

* As to the freedom of France, it is'a mere farce 

to talk of it; the weight of jtaxes is severely enough 

^fidt hy the inhabitants, who take carQ to throw off 

a.<9 much of tbeir bürden as they can upon the 

etranger, who is cheated in every article of life, and 

' who wheu hc has thus paid for the preference giv- 

en to France; is neither respected nor protected» 

'and loses hi«) time in endeavouring to make friends 

abroad, whi ist he succeeds ib gaining enemies at 

home. 

We parted, not qnite good friends; and 1 began 
to reflect on the great cause of this Gallomania, aud 
on the class of Gallomaniacs. The cause is igno- 
rance ^of high life at home, backed by enry and bj 
poverty of head and of pocket. There are meo, 
however, who teil you that they woald ratberdrink 
claret abroad than port wine at home. Theo let 
theui seek for ice in perfection in the frozen regions 
of Greenlaad or in the wilds of Stberia. Let them 
eat melons and pine-apples plucked wild, if along 
with them they prefer the fevers of the West-Ih- 
dies, and the being surrounded by sable nodity, de- 
' graded humanity, aud mu.^quitoes. 

Will any rational being pretend to say tbat he 
has iio home— 00 country; and that the deüghts of 



tbe Epijcttre make hia terrestrial par^dise; — tnal 
hUn boire et bien manger ^ table delights, loo^e plea** 
flüres, and public amuiteinents, can Hll the beart of 
A thinking indtvidaal of either sex ? Where ic Um 
man who has no tien, no relativcsi, no interetit in bis 
native land, no opinion, no political creed, and who 
ean drink bis glass of sillery, or smoke bis hoo* 
kah witbin a momeqt of the destruction oi the 
World ? Such a man has a right to prefer any coun- 
\Ty to bis own, to fix bis abode in tb<e first wiae 
cellar, or to perch like an inanimate sign on the 
bestbarrel of liquor whicb he meets with, and there 
to plant himself for life. Tbe fatber, the son, tbe 
relations, tbe friend, the patriot, tbe Christian, can 
aever cboosetbns: relative duties will bind him to 
bis soll, national worth will attacb bim to bis go* 
rernment; bis prepo.nderance at bome (for re^ pect* 
ability always Claims it) will place bim higher tbert 
than he cao stand elsewbere. 

Tbe meo, in truth, who thus ahuse tbeir native 
floil, are mea who are nobody in tbeir own coun« 
try, and who by tbe trifling advantages of the re< 
iluced price of provisions or the exchange being in 
tbeir favoar» purchase a petty sbort-livcd conse* 
quence elsewbere, — men, who, passing for what 
they are not, acquire a borrowed importance, whicb 
sinks with the price of pro\ isions or of tbe stocke« 
and vanisbes on tbe first rumour of war. But ibe 
greater part of these important Gallomaniacs, are 
young ppöple who bave seen notbing, or old peo* 
pl^ who bave seen too much'^those who bave eith-, 
er' acquired no character, or who bave lost it al 
bome; triflers, beasteis, and misrepresenters, who 
drink Bnrgundy, vinegar, or claret, for fifleen or 
eighteen pence abroad. They are Ignorant« whd 
admire a dozeo disbes of disguised meats, for two^ 
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three, or fire liicres ahead, which are conposec! of* 
the leavings of ten dajs' eDtertaininent — a fricas^e 
with nine legs aod one wing SQCces^ively mutilated, 
aod old fragments — covered with oiled batter, an^ 
a few plateü of dirty and over-done vegetables — a 
gigot infected with garlick — and an omelette filled 
with onions, in preference to two or three cleao 
and wholsome dishes. — The real cttisine Francaise 
h to be had in all its pority in the houses of cor no- 
Ibility» only at a higher rate. 

Do we, however, go abroad mcrely to eat and 
drink ? or do we travel for improvemenl ? If the 
latter, it is to hold a higher Situation in society iit 
home, tobenefit our native land; if the former, we 
are mere animals elevated nothing above the quad* 
ruped» who ahifis from plant to plant» or from fiel4 
to field to satiate bis brutal appetif^e. But debt, mis- 
demeanor, disease, and discontent, are the more 
common motives for emigration; and from such 
causes, what results may be expected? The mao 
who is imprudent, calls himself unfortunate; th^ 
man who is guilty, blames bis accnser; the man who 
is sickly, must change the scene, but is seldcm or 
e?er contented; nay, the rieh and intellectual tra- 
veller, whilst h^ admires the Italian sky» or praisea 
the com, wine, and oil of France, still languishes 
foi home. In the same manner he who has liTefl 
in high life in England, will never quit it until he 
is forced so to do, by misfortune or by bis own faulte 
and therefore Iconfidently hope that it never will 
be quitted» at least not for any length of time, by

I was present, the other night, at Lady — : 'g 

faiicy ball. As I am not any longer a dancer, balll 
faare very little attractioo for me, cxcept inasmuch 
as nature and life may be studied there as well as 
elsewhere. A fancy ball has one pecaliar attrac- 
tion and advantage over balls in general, because it 
partakes of all the gpod of a masqueradc, withoat 
having any of its exceptionable qualities. The li* 
berty, or rather the licentiousness, which the mask 
favoars, is here excluded; for whatever cfaaracter 
Iiis Grdce or her Ladyship may assume, still doet 
the original stand confessed to auswer for any trel- 
paSs on the laws of delicacy, or any deviation from 
the most re.fined urbanity. 

A Spaniäh Cavalier mny be gallant; bot he mast be 
respectfol: he may tune bis guitar to a love strain; 
bot he must not outstep the limits of propriety. The 
gitanella, or the Spanish femaie dancer, may dance 
to the light casannetti; bot her only levity will be 
that of her nimble i^^i\ no roa^k will deprive yoo of 
hei natoral beauties, nor screen any derelicUon of 
decorom. And the Tragedy King and Qjueen may 
strht out their hour in stateliness, and in magnifi- 
xence of costome, without being intruded on as at a 
masquerade. 
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All« at a fancy ball, ist (or ought to be) taste, ete- 
gnnce, and correct adherence to costume, to digni* 
ty, or at all eventa to appro[>riatene8is of character, 
tQ an ob^ervance ofthe pecuUartties ot dance regu- 
lüed by the country repredented, to the air, to the 
IrtngiMjce, :«n i to the music of that natioD in whose 
g:irii the bell.i signora, or the Austrian hus9ar, maj 
be habited; thus giving all tbe grace without the 
ooise and conftis^ion of a mait^ked ball. 

Beeide.«, a masquerade bespeaks mixed Company; 
wherea:^, a fancy divertissement argiies selection ef 
beauty md cf^ fashion, cbastity ol taste, variety of 
attractii»n, nnd combiuation of taleiit. Tou have not, 
at these fetes^ noi^y wutchmen, riotous sailors, sa- 
Vages from Otaheite, and a paicel of low balläd 
fiin:x^.rd, mop-squeezers out of place, lawyers and 
doctora with tiite remarks, chimaey-sweeper&, and 
hay-makers, nor any character in so low a walk of 
life aj* neither to deserve Imitation, nor to be intro- 
duced into the first and the most polished Society. 
Such cba'racters suit a carnival; but become not tbe 
^ilded saloon, the hall ornameoted with the cbaste 
deoorationa of ancient Greece, and beautified by the' 
works of Korne, the ä^lowing pencils of äTitian and 
a Corregio, whcrc all is clasaical, historical, and 
emblematical. 

In such a place, the beauties of history and of . 
poetry should appear both in lovely, living models, 
and on canvass; but notbingbase or common shonld 
intrude. The eye seeks every where for the tasie- 
ful and Ol namental, and canoot put *up with aught 
which i.s vulgär, or in the remotest degree inelegant. 

At the fete in question, all were attentive to their 
chnracters. A niost lovely womao gave a suitable 
representation to the unfortunate Mary Qjueen of 
Scots, and mingled sympatby with the natural inte« 
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fVftl whteh 8 betttlifiil feoiale inaplret« A nobl« 
msTquis was fipleodidly habited as a Spankh Doui, 
and played very expressively on tbe guitar. We 
&ad a Bolero ij beauliful perSotmevu of the first* 
fashioft; a wattz in cbaraeter, by äanganan ladiea 
io parfect costiHBiei and by fine yoong Hussari; a 
«fuadrille by sixteen paysans tt payseumut of differ«. 
«Dt French proviaees, tbe cbaracters all well sup« 
f ortcd, the dresses strictly peculiar to the provioce» 
the wbole party danciog admirably well, and crown* 
ed with the vine and with flower», aa if at tbe get« 
tiog ia of a tintage. 

A pa» de deux was performed, in an operatical 
tftyle of excellence, by amateurs, and tbe promenap 
ding in character had a splendid oiTect. Here wer^ 
ialtans and sultanas» characters from Shakspeare'a 
dramas, the costume of Greece and of Korne, grace», 
fiymphs, syFpbs, and heatben divtnities. 

Bat whÜBt I am on the suhject of costome and of 
drapery in particular, it may not be oat of place t^ 
mdd a few words for my female readers, far wbose 
amutement in particular I have wrttten this sketcb« 
The art of dtsposing drapery depeods on four tbings,. 
fhe laws ofgravity and of motion, which command 
the sweepittg train, aod loosely floating rohe, or the 
adheatre folds which embrace the form, cling to th« 
limbs, and hang in elegant fettoon. Expofure aad 
eoncealroent are the next attendant qualities: unity 
and c irrectnes) conclude the dress. Tbe draperiea 
of the ancients were in tfaeir folds rery similar to* 
fine muslin; so that our modern beanties can with

Indeed, I 
aever saw tbe wit or tbe advantageof dragging Ncn^ 
,and Friarsfrom tbe seclusion of tbe Cloister, to be 
ifiade objects of ridi^^ule in a baÜ-room. 'mie im- 
l^robability of such öbaracters appearing in such a 
place, isat vaiiance witb probability; no amusement 
can be derived from tbe /et» d^esprit of such per«* 
formers; and tbe mere entertainment of degradihg 
any chur^b, or anj^ religious habit, is only fitted for 
an uncivilized savage, or an unprinciplad libertine. 
The la«t peculiar ad^antage which a fancy balL 
has over a masked ane, is, that at the latter, diafi- 
gjuringdisguises, frequently conceal beauty and fine 
prorportions; v^hereas, at the former, every od^^ 
tries to adopt tbe most becoming dress, or to repre- 
aent tbe character which he or sbe has the mosi ta* 
lent for, and which is not at variänce witb appear- 
ance. At a masquerade, most people wish not l<r 
be recognized: at a fancy fHe all are anxious to 
be distinguiibed^ Oflen, in the masquerade, the 
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miod 19 on the rack td invent an impehetrable dis- 
guise; whilst in the fashionable Divertissement, the 
taste alone is emj^loyed In deyistng something new, 
elegant and appropnate. 

A gentleoian who bad been black-balled at« club, 
and^ who was very aniibus on that ac^ount, not to 
]be koown at the following masqueradis a^ked bis 
frlend what disgaise was most likely to prkserve the 
incognito inviolable. The friend replieo, ^*Qo in 
the uniform of the club, and every one will be sare 
that it is not yon. ^ > 

On the contrary, at ttoe elegant fetes, wbere a 
person's taste is identified with bis costume, every 
Qne is anxious to be either what he sfaonld be» or at 
all events what he tvould be, and on this acconnt 
the graces and loves, warriors, heroes, and the 
great characters of antiquity, were very Diimerods

Conversation, in a large, brilliant, and polite cir- 
ole, 19 not So easily managed as may be imagined; 
for there, it is not, as in any particular set, such as 
Tirtuosi, inen of letters, political asseroblies» or 
mere convivial meetings, ivhere second-rute /abili* 
lies« aided by good anecdotes, good memory, good 
humour» and a little seasoning of wit, will cariy the 
Speaker through easily enough, and where he maj 
make a respectable appearance at a moderate in- 
tellectual expense. General conversation in a cir- 
ele of ^hion, Whether at the banquet or in tbe 



dra#iag*reo]ii, at court or in tte coun^^ rnnsl %m 
chaste, amasing, general, aad fuU of noveUj, sine« 
viayery hearer may be a critic« and eVery passita 
member of society expects to be rewarded for al« 
lowing aDother active ooe to take the lead, and fyt 
his Bacrifice of time and of atteüth>D, of retpect to 
the Speaker, and of silence, wbich last costs no 
amall effort to some of the fairer and mo«t amiabla 
fex. 

I hare remarked, however» at great dinners, that 
conrersation is apt to become particular, and coo« 
fiaed to a hght or to a lefl band neighbour, or to a 
small Segment of tbe circle, unless a person of high 
talent or irresistible attraction be there, who cau 
«peak of something very interesting indeed in tbe 
erst person— *a thing difficult to do with dignky, mo* 
desty, and interest nnited. The consequepce i^, 
that the conrersaiioa' of large partieü is generally 
made up of pblite expletives, of conunon inquiiies 
or remarks, of an acconnt of tbe weatber (John 
Bull's great resource in dialogue) and of shredit and 
patches* not worthy of remembertng, ill connected 
together, and formed of materials supplied from the 
speaker's profesäicn, habits and piirsuits, without « 
due observanc^ of the laws ofpoliteness, whtchare 
imperative as to conversing on the subject which ia 
most likely {o please the Company, without egotlsm» 
preaching, or becoming dogmatical. 

Thus the business of the house Hoase of Com- 
mons 19 a very dry subject for the ladies, whose 
eyes legislate enoogh for their purpose, and^hose 
canvass and election apply to the heart and not ta 
th^head. Again, tbe sotdier who fights hisbattlea 
o'er and o'er, and detains bis auditors npon the field

other for laughing at an ode of hers, composed on a 
witlieriDg primrose.

her love/' save to the feomle partner of her souL

was sent to prison for debt, and thus lost sight of

Trere » ao old French sajing, which infonns us, 
that DO m^D is a Hero io tbe eyes of his Valet de 
Cfaambre. I happea to have been long eaougb in 
the World to have known France dturiog the ancien 
reginu^ befoie the Kevolutiun, and 1 pan bear tet- 
timony to the truth of this maxim in that conntry. 

The prioces of the blood, and the haute nobltsse^ 
at that time, pnt a great deal of confidence in their 
gervants. They treated them with a goodness and 
familiarity which is not known in coider and more 
prudent Enghmd, where a sense of propriety ia 
tnerely the effect of reasoning, coinbined with a 
aense of onr interest. The other orders of nobili- 
ty and gentry, the votarics ofhaut ton and fashion, 
naturaily imitäted the higher ranks. Every one had 
a confidentiai valet. Some had more« Manv em- 
ployed a rery humble secretafy Sprung; from the 
lowest Order, to write their lettera,— and eveii their 
hilletS'douXy a^signations, proposals, et cetera ; and, 
9oit dit en passant, some ofthe half-ediicated, giddy 
young nobiUty wrote 9uch bad French, and wor^e 
orthography, that a proxy writer was necessary for 
the sake of putting hiS mastcr decently upon paper. 
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By thh means, however^ their debts, th^ir in« 
irigaes, their weakDefses and folUes, were quitd 
laid open to tbeir dome^tics, who, sooner or later 
betiayed them. A certain pnnce of Royal blood 
knows what he confided to Blondin; and many no- 
bles were still worse treated. Soroe w^re Ijterally 
fold, and were the victims of tbeir own credulity, 
in this reepect. 

So tenderly and unreserf edly did some noblemen 
treat their dependants, many of whom were bom 
uppn their estates» that thi^y oAen iutoyered the 
leaüing favourite, who wa» generally to them, im 
love afiairs, what Mercury was to Jupiter, 'i'bts 
man was tu and toi (thou and thee) — a mark of fii- 
veur and affection which passed betwixt parenti 
jBtnd chiidren, patrons and proteges, when much be* 
loved, and alsio between man and wife, in the pro« 
vinces. But, at Court, husband and wife did not. 
make so free: 'Twas Madasne la Dvcheu^ Monuiiur 
le DuCy and so forth. 

Notwithstanding, however, our senee of proprie- 
iy and Subordination in England, yet a prodigal or a 
rake nmst make a confident of one or more of hi$ 
eervants. There are bis faults to conceul, bis vicet 
to hide, bis debts and intrigues to keep from a pa- 
rent^s or a wife's ear; not forgetting denials to un« 
fortunate visitors, the necessary lies of the ball and 
anti-chamber, and the driving of duns from the door. 
From these circumstances, unfortunatUy, our nobi« 
lity get into disiepute; and their secrets are blown 
all over the towo by the discontejcited or faitbless 
mercenary, who has been the depositafy of their 
. üimost thoughts — th« eye^witness of all their gro- 
Telling and criminal passions. 

What led me particularly to this sobject wr9, a 
fcapegrace oephew of mioe havüng dropped a letter 
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for hb *^otifn «Mm*' (^ he i« cmniiMinty 
cdU«d.y He bad fomtten to aeiil it; l>eiag fright^ 
«ned bjr the voice of a dun, whieh taduced him to 
#lip 6at of my garden gate io the ooadtry, and to 
Order h«6 horaes ronod; aitcr which be cantered off 
4o a SBOg retreat of his own. The letter was Yer^ 
batioi as foUows, and addressed to hu servant al 
bis town bouae:—- 

'' John ThomsoiH 

** I write this to inform yon, tfaat I haro 
left my tmcle^s house. The rascally jeweller call- 
ed there, and made it too bot to hold me any longer* 
I had given the porter a crown, with Orders to say 
Ihat if any one calied, I was gone to Ramsgate; bot 
the fellow is a bon^ing rascal, imd not used tO 
town work. Shonld **** call in town, svrear to 
kirn that I bare taken a trip to France for a fevf 
Inonthi. You must teil Bishop to take the bay 
borse« got by Goldfincb, from the straw^yard; aod 
be is to make bim üp and seil him.

Hit 
daoghters were the least Hrtificial girln ( ttrtr kDe#« 
previous to thetr journej. Cur iniltllacy attd mj 
age toddced then to treat m^ \ihe ü ifathcsr: they 
plagaed me, played with me, and bft«n sat oti my 
knee. Mn, -— . too u vety eorpulent, attd tised 
to be rery neaüy and plaifily dressed. Vöw ilrhät' 
a metamorlphosis ! The mother accotted me on her 
arriTaü in broken French. She had as many 6owert 
on her bonnet as would faroiiäh' the travellitig 
black's fiuge panniera, betwitt which the ebony 
dealer sits upon hts patient donkey, all " blov^tii|^ 
and growing." Her meton-formed hoad and dou- 
ble chin were lost in n hat she called ä quioipei 
aod she bad, when dressed for dinner, as many ' 
bows of hair cn her bead, as aome beautifal ladiet 
bare beanx at their feet; with coinbs of direrd mag« 
nitude and materials.

are debilitated hy the ferec of tw^ty-five jears;

loat; we are ruined; we are slumberiog oo the briok 
of ä precipice." Jadge, after that, what sentence 
ifl to be passed ob the co'jDtry; particularly whe» 
each seemed mystenous, regretful, tongue-tied, dis- 
•atisfied, and wfaolly io tbe d.irk as to the views of 
bis gOTemment. ThU, (conchided he,) is all that 
I have learned on my journey, which has cost me 
a tbousaod guioeaiy and ruioed my wife and mj

Wh AT a scene electioneering ii ! I shall never 
fori^t what f have seen ofit ! I was prevaiied up- 
oti to go with a friend to witncss his being elected ; 
bot it 18 the last scene of the kind in which l shall 
evertdke a part. There wa8,*how6ver, in il a 
mixture of the serio-comsc, of the intriguing, of 
the marvelloos, and of the ridiculoqs. There must 
certainly be a great charm in being a Member of 
Parliament; otherwise would men not condescend 
and dnidge, flatter, fawn, and cajole, stoop to all 
raoks and to all humours to gain that point. The 
most affable, the most accomraodaling char acter in 
the World, is a candidate; but it cannot be expect- 
ed, aftcr snch rebuffd, that, when chosen, the same 
painfui part should be acted to tbc end.

Od« «f the candidates became a oonafdete cal** 
^humen to hii constituents elect; and it was laogW 
Ue to bear how like a good boy he a^swered all iMi 
catechi^ers. Hy Iriend, bowever, took it easier. 
He had repre^ented the cky, before, and knew tke 
tamper of hii| coostituenti». The Com-Bill wat 
tbrowo in bis &ce ; bot he swallowed it The H^ 
)>eas Corpus act he took the liberty to pariy; mml 
as he had Do place nor peosion, ke gotoffscot^fina« 
OD that faead. Wbat ra^t astoDished.iBe.waa, tlMl 
a yery prood and very iodolent man shouM so d«- 
aiean himself for a vote, and besCir hiflaself wiik 
•och activity in ordifr to aeeompUsh bis poifioae. 
His meniory« t00| appeared to me pvodigiousr H« 
recoliected ev.eiy man^s -naoie, bis ai^ocatioD^ Jbie. 
weakuess, bis ctrcimiRtaDces, aad bis leerest. 

*^ HaS Thonuis,'' it was to ooe». ^^how well ycm 
Ipok t why , y OD Ve ahakan off your ufae ?^ » Eea^* 
says Thonuaii, ' l've been shaking loag «saoiigb, Iml 
they shaa*t shake roy poUticsi*' . '' Well doDe, TIkk 
mas I boaour tbee; give methy band," (thedirtiesi 
1 «Ytr «awycevtf^ with oMnare» and jiist retom- 
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ed from work.) '< Then thoa'lt diicik to the old 
orange intj^rest." (Thomas.) ' Noah.-^I haire had 
mnch better oficr^ t'otker aide. Bcside, I tbini: 
we l^n't well used by the King's men; dang it, 
thejVe too proad; they treats the *|K)or all as one * 
as dirt under their keV ** Oh ! fie, oh ! fie^ my 
dear Thomas," — my frlend atepped aside with Tho- 
mas. What he said to him I doiiH preteod to kiiow; 
but thrice they shook hands; and Thomas shook 
his sides with laughter. He weot off grinning, and 
said, * Well, ye bid to get the plumper.'

(Nu, 
no; from sdl sides.) Then are we not all fit to re- 
preseot our fellow-citizens wilhout being noblemen 
or clergy f (Loud cheering.) 

** A apprehend/' quoth ä Scotch farmer, who was 
sellled amongst them, <' that weare no juste (a ve- 
ry elöngated word) sa fit to le-gislate as some of 
they folk which the honourable member wha spak 
last ioi-a-gines. D'ye think, maister Brickdust, 
that the Doke's flunkey (footmin) there could bield 
a hoose just as fast and as weel as yoursel ?" < No; 
because I have given all my time to it.' " Weel 
then, ye ken, say has the parson geen a' bis time 
to the gospel; and the mi-nis-ter to study ing the' 
Constitution. An' a apprehend that some of us wad 
liiak as awkward afigure in apulpit or ii^ the Hoose 
o' Commons, as a bull wud at a concert, or a bear 
in a ball-room.'' (Roars of laughter, mixM with

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hisses.) Oür northem orator, however, proceed«* 
ed; but under sachun&TOurablecircainstaDceflthat 
he could not be heard. 

I DOW left the assp.mbly, deeplj imprassed with 
tbe troth of the Scotchman's argument, andregret- 
ting much that the tide was so high agmnst him. 
I enquired into bis character; and 1 fonnd that fae 
had made money» and had parchased a fi^efaold; 
that althongh he was not consddered as a pabUc 
Speaker, bis opinioo was often taken in matters of 
bnsiness. Most cf tbe assembly had little to lote; 
but Sandy used to say, that ** he did sae kern hoo 
far a reform might go, and whetbier it^nigbt aae 
* reform the little fortin which he had been scnipiii 
together with so much indostry for* so long a apaoe 
oftime.'* 

I förgot to mention that tbe assembly was held 
at the Society called the Friends of the ConstitiiliOD^ 
frecdom of debate was written over the door; and 
the first regulation in writing was, ^* Erery gente- 
man to pay three*pence for bis adntsaion c^urd, a 
Charge of tobacco, and a pipe 1"* This was my first 
and last visit to any society of the kind. h had its 
novelty; bat it had HO other attraction, except Saii-

The extravagmit and rained Lady/Rackrent iv«3 
named; she pitied her emban^assment, because she 
knew that she had a good heart, tbat she had dooe 
generous thiiigs, and was preAise from waot or Or- 
der, but not from waöt of prtnciple. Mrs. Mira* 
ble's dreadfui temper was next made the sahject of 
conversation: she regretted extremely that so wor- 
thy a woman should have so litüe control over her- 
seif, butavariety of misfortunes and bad health had 
rendered her temper rather uneben, and she had 
auffered so mach from it herseif, that she became 
rather an object of eompassion than resentment.

"Nöw let me see what 1 
want," Said Lady Mary. - '^ i mnst go to my lace* 
merchant in Bmton Street, to Dyde and Scribe's in 
Fall Mall, to my jeweller's in Bond Street« to Col- 
bnm'a liforary, and to a nnrieiy garden in the Ktng's 
Road. I want my diamend croas mended, a new 
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parasol, a dre^^s altered, and to see some arrivals 
from Paris in the way of nouvtmites in dress. I 
iDust purchase some floweringshräbsformyäe/eune, 
and call on the man who chalks my floors, then at 
Smyth the perfumer*s, and then to get the last new 
novcl." We calculatcd as we went along, tbat her 
fete woilld cost about two hondred pounds, (%vhich 
put US in mind of caIHng at Gunter's in Betkle}- 
Square,) and that her lace dress would come to 
about three bundred. 

-No wonder that v/omen of fashion are in difficnN 
ty and in debt!' But Lady Mary's fortune is very 
coDsiderabte. She showed me, however a c^ress of 
Mrs. Vains, which was to cost upwards of three 
hundred guineas, afthöugfalier husband has barely 
fifteen hundred a year, upto which he lives in one 
Winter: but ladies must emulate e^ch other, Bnd 
people of the saroe circle must dress in this same 
style. How half of our women of fashion's dress- 
makers' and milliners' hüls are paid is wonderful, 
although many of them bare more ways and meaöis 
tfaan our Minister of Finance ! 

There are three descriptions of visitors of sbpps; 
those of necessity, those who go there from habit 
and fashion, and those who make tbese mornin^ 
carils from descsuvrmufUy and for the purpose of 
killing time. The last two classes are by far the 
most numerous; and he who has the misfortune to 
accompany them iq tbeir Shopping circle through 
the West end of the town, must make up bis mind 
to long waiting and to seeing a thousand articies dis- 
played, handled, looked at, commented upon, and 
returned to tbeir drawers and shelves. 

The beau in waiting, must also be prepared for 
listening to the dippancy of those inoiperttnents — 
half men and half milliners, half shtves and half fopf. 
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who babble about fasbions, dresses, becoming go- 
löarg, style, and town taste, — who exbibit a ^' beaa- 
tifal Summer article," or a ^' splendid winter wear," 
^— wbo cbatter like magpies, and cbeat like Jeyrs,-«- 
wbo are as obtrusive as a morning dao, and wbo 
deceive like tooth-drawers. These men-moDkies 
httve names at command, and assure yöu that such 
a Docbess and such a Countess have ju^t bought a 
piece of the same stuff, that it is all tbe rage, aB4 
that notbing eUe is asked for by people of quality; 
that these artiiicial ilowers are better executed than 
anj thing of tbe kind tbey ever saw, and that such.a 
pattein is jusc arrived from France, which haviog 
in reality lain for a considerable tine in their stock, 
they are anxious to bring into Tog^ie, or rdther to. 
get it off by procuring a titled lady or a beautifui 
^vornan to wear it. 

The gentleman must also be prepared' for the 
di^gust of obserring these counter beaux force 
their merchandize on customers, persuading youth, 
extravagance, and ine^perience, to inconveni- 
ence themselves, their panents, or husbands, by 
buying many useless things, and by running np 
bills which meet them in an after period in a 
^gantic and fnghtful form, which foment vari- 
ances, create disputes, and oflen lay the founda- 
tion of rain. 

If the female idler or habitual shopper purchase 
many things, yoa will have to regret her being tak- 
en in. If she examine a whole magasin de modes^ 
or a gallery of fashion, occupy half adozen attend- 
ants in running about for her, change her mind a 
dozen times, and abuse a score of articles, then turn 
lipon her heel with a proud toss of the head, and 
say, ^'Pll call again," and thus quit tbe shop, leay- 
ing blank countenances and tired patience^ you feel 
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asfanmed for ber, aad kuneiit tbe^ loss of Urne to 
yourself, and the hoax thu« practiaed upon the ez- 
pecting disaf^ointed tradesmao«. '^AfatV il noit «e 

The tradesraen at the West end of the towa is 
nsed to this; and he leads lady Barbara'» with a 
gros» of extrayaganciefl» and swells the Nabob's 
wife's account, in order to pay for bis time and for 
bis irouble. I actually caught two linen drapen* 
piippiei winking at each other, as the master of tbe 
ehop put a cargo of uwoActaariti and a pet pug into 
Lady La?töh'8 carriage togetber: aa much as to say, 
*' Has not be made a prime morning of it» and pre* 
vaüed npon her to take off a fine lot ?" 

There are, bowever, other dangers more serions 
than these to encoonter in Shopping with a lady. 
If there be a partiality towai:ds her, inclination sag- 
gest 8ome pnesent; the trouble sbe baa given, or 
tbe saucy impertinenciea of ft[r* Cabce, iiidace yoo 
to purchase something whicb yoa do not waiit, 
and, perhaps« to spend money whicb yoa actual- 
ly do want; and ladies there are» wbo gtve you a 
pdretty broad hint that a present woiild not be a&<- 
ivelcome, and wbo afler admiring an article, lay it 
down with the sweetest compo:jure! of resignatioii, 
and iooking niest fascinatingly, shake their bead, 
and observe that they cannot afford to parcbas« it 
jitst now! 

These varioos motives for Shopping combine to 
draw miiltitodes to tbe fasbionable tradesmen'ß 
warebonses. SofOie of tbe gay «h<^ to wbich I 
went witb Lady Mary» were crowded like a fair. 
Croups of ladies were talkiog witb tbe utmost yo* 
lubility; and it was difiäcult to pierce througb tbe 
rows and ranks of beauty and faabion. Tbe stair- 
cases up to the show-rooms were thronged with 
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oistot&er«; amd a battalion oftall footmeä witli their 
king ca&es w«re drawa ap ac the shop-door— those 
appeodages and followers of rank, whose idie Ser- 
vices woald be better employed io tiHiog the 
ground and in serving tbeir country by Und or by 
sea, instead of gosiiping and backbiting tbeir em- 
ployen, and consiimtng the panpers* bread. These 
welUproportioned livery-laced incumbrances are 
qoite awfol at a shop door, and frequently prerent 
the modest cnstomer from entering the honse; but 
the West end of the town tradesmen are all upon the 
great scale, and only calculate upon the custom of 
the rieh or the extravi^ant. 

Another magoet drawing the votaries of fashion 
to these omamental magazines, is, tö meet acqaaint- 
ance. Otherwise roany a comely and well dressed 
youth woald not be seen vaolting from his horse 
at the entrance to the shop, and giving him to his 
groom to hold, or drawing qp his cnrricie at those 
doors, in order to squeeze the band of some gal- 
lant wife in high lif6, to get a peep at a celebratcd 
beauty, to siip the sweedy perfumed hilUudoux in- 
to the fair band of his intended, to enqaire if her 
Ladyship will be at the masquerade, or when he 
might call on the mistress of his heart. Such is the 
multitnde of carriages, such the crowded caralcade, 
$0 nameroos the liTeried attendants at some of these 
warehouses, that the scene appears like the assezn- 
blage at a Coort-day or Levee. ' 

1 had, however, none of these disadvantages to 
encottnter in the roand] with Lady Mary, i had 
ooly to observe a little extravagance on her part, 
general popalarity acquired by her manners, and 
an immensity of admiration from swarins of beau- 
qnonde butterflies, who levelled their glasses, and 
peeped into the shops to which she went, or dan-

I WAS alwajs convinced of the importaDce of a 
good person, of a good voice, of gracefulDess, and 
of politenede; but never have i been impressed witfa 
the sense of it so forcibly as in the instaDce of Co- 
lone! Winlove._ We all Tery well know.the charm 
of tirst impressions^ and how. apt oar reason and 
our reflection are to surrender themselTes to the 
evidence of the passions. Our eyes and our ears 
are placed, as it were, like sentinels oVfer the in- 
ner recesses of the mind, to give alarm if any thiog 
noxious or offensive approach: when, therefore 
these guards are captivated by harmony or sym- 
metry» they will natnrally surrender the garrison 
up to their captors. 

. Music» oratory, and painting, contist in wkat ia 
callcd manner — the object whicb we contemplate 
must be graceful; the voice must be harmonions 
and persuasiye, and at the same time mild and com- 
manding; the gestures must be füll of dignity and of 
concord — every way congenial to our feelings and 
sympathies, yet important enough to arre&t our at- 
tention; the eye must fix us, whilsttbe tongue wins 
US; and in the whole animat^d statue, notbingcold, 
distant, stiff, repulsive, or nncertain, must appear. 
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That ease which seems more anxioas to please 
than to direct — to assimilate itself to the objects 
about it, tban to stand alone — to feel conscioas of' 
inspired regard, tban aivare of its superiority, ia 
one of tbe greatest arts of pleasing. Foltteness is 
the demonstration of benevolence: manner is the 
attraction which preposses another in its favour. — 
A thousand auxüiaries, such as mildness, gentleness, 
' eloquence, equabilitj of temper, self-possession, 
comffland of countenance— both to conceal what 
may wound, and to exhibit what may charni — play 
of featares, and usage of the world, ässist its irre- 
sistible influence; but all must be classed under the 
banner of manners, for even education and birth 
are not snfficient to constitute this vnion of attraot*- 
ireness, commonly called manner, which so far dif- 
fers from matter, that we can weigh the one in the 
8c^e of reflection and of examination, whilst the 
other must at once passf current, or be rejected. 

Bat to return to the Colonel. Having ron thro' 
a large property, and being narrowed to an annuity, 
he cannot be said to have any great pecuniaiy 
weight in society.

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\j happj** He seems to look round to cauvass 
kearts. One coup d^cBÜ teaehes him bow to divide 
his attentions, — where to pay the greatestdiridend 
ef respect, — ^where to listen, and where to enter- 
tain,-*-wfaat sabjects will be populär, and whM to* 
]^a ar'e to be aToided--»of what cast the society 
k,— >and how, bj bandling tbat particular subject 
which will sttit all, he may best please all. 

Witfa a good deal of experience, he has a great 
deal ofstudied modesty; and, with a moderate por- 
tion of wit, he has a cheerfulness, a good hnmoar, 
aiid unaffectedness in using it, which makes it ap- 
pear far more than it really is. But above all, his 
great talent is, putting every one at his ease, making 
meo in good httmour with themselres, parrying aoy 
thing unpleasant, asststing a confused guest, and ta- 
king notice of a neglected one. These attentiOBS 
have produced him a host of friends, and have oirer- 
thrown many would-be enemies, jealous of bis suc* 
cess, or ambitious of taking the lead.

It is to be kind withont officionsness or 
particularity, respectful without formality, easy 
without freedom, complimentary withoirt fulsome 
flattery, modest without awkward baihfulnes8,«-oto 
possess variety without frivolity, and to be elegant 
without affectation, or a public display of egotism 
or self-love. . And he who possesses these requi- 
sitesy may rest assured that he will please every

I LiKE to See the female sex eqnal to a certain 
degree of self-defence, in mattet whereia eitber 
their principles or their hnppiness may be concem-' 
ed; and as these two important points are oflen af> 
fected by trifles almost imperceptible to the com- 
mon observer, I always lend a ^willing ear to the 
Statements of a lady, on any subject that has inte-

It contains a diversity of tunes; and it exhibits some 
yery graceful p^sitions and attitudes, not at yari- 
apce with modesty and decorum, as in tbe Spanish 
and Oriental dances. There is, on tbe other band, 
too much romping in Englisb country dances; not 
to mention tbe fatigueof going down many cQuples» 
and tbe ennui of waif ing a long time for leading off. 

The male waltzer is literally eitber a leaning 
ppst,— one on whom you may safely lean for Sup- 
port, protection, and for tbe participation of mutaal 
pleasure,— or a bold, pryiiig, affected somebody, 
who approaches you too familiarly, looks on you 
tpostedfasüy, flirts with you too freely, and endea- 
Tours to engross you entirely. This confidence, — 
this undivided attention, cannot be promiscuously 
given.

Of this elas^ was the Exquisite whdml 
refused. Sach men go to a ball, fuH of tfaeir pre- 
eminence. Some e?en wait to be solicited by 
the Lady of the house, to honour the female 
waltzers with their asaociated perfection and graces. 
They then **font les dißciles.'' " They are tired;" 
"it is 80 warm;" **they must go to another par* 
ty;" and ühy other excuses, to enhance the yalae 
of their Company.

His next 
phrase is, ^^ aimez-vous lavalse?^^ and if answered 
in the affirmative, *'a la bonkeure,*^ cried he, *'car 
les contredanses Anglaises sont si monotones,'*^ Hls 
third sentence is to ask yoa to waltz with bim, sure, 
as be imagi^es, of success; but if refnsed, he is dis- 
comfitted, like my English Exquisite. 

'' I have been the more particular in my stric- 
tares on this fasbionable dance, as I wish to make 
the gentlemen anderstaud, that there are women 
who attach no merit to the elasticity of a male fi- 
gure, or to his stndied admiration of his own feet; 
who despise self-adorers of every description, aod 
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who can refuse, these would be irresistibles, wbe-

New Mrs. OUapod stood a medical aspirant« who 
4v,as waiÜRg Ibr practice wtth exeiQpIary paüeace, 
und, in the mean time solacing bis r^anity by playin^ 
the cbaracter of an espritfqrL T wo poor.avtJiK^r«, 
und a brace of ladies— the Misses Uug^ns^ wbo 
bav^e their establisbment near Hackney, for ^ the 
purposes of education, fomed the literary circle 
described jound this light of the jCorvüerwziane, 
iThree attendants received, annQunced, and nsh- 
ered in the Company; the one, a fiery-faped wait- 
er from a n^igbbouring taveri^; the secood« aliye- 
ried mortar-pounder who snielt Tery siroog of yel- 
low basilrcon; tbe tbird, an ampbibipus animal pf 
an apj^rentice, half servant, half equal to bis mastec 
and mistress. 

Tbe Company consisted of patients pf all. deaerip-
